Low-Income Dwelling Sites Earmarked For This Area

More than 85 sites in or near live 


Northwest suburban communities may 
be under consideration by the Chicago 
Housing Authority (CHA) for construc- 
tion of low-income dwellings 


The Herald has learned that the CHA 


early this month obtained information on 
13 sites in Elk Grove Township and 34 in 
Wheeling Township from 
the North- 


eastern Illinois Planning Commission 
fNIPC). And it was reported CHA offi- 
cials would ask NIPC for similar infor- 
mation on several other suburban town- 
ships, including Maine, that previously 
was not available. 


These additional statistics show 20 pos- 


sible sites in Maine Township. 


NIPC Executive Director Matthew 
Rockwell said CHA reviewed a study the 
commission is currently preparing to 
identify suitable locations for low and 
moderate-income housing in the six-coun- 
ty metropolitan area. 


A PRELIMINARY report now com- 


pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs. 


When CHA first reviewed the study, it 


obtained 
information on Elk 
Grove 


Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available. 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships plus 
eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig- 
nated in both unincorporated and in- 
corporated areas. 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines. 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights. And 513 acres of in- 
corporated and unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics. 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available. 


NIPC officials pointed out their find- 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government. Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for low-income devel- 
opments. 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans. 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly how the NIPC report would be 
used. 


CHA Executive Director C. E. Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing " 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-income housing 
•vas to be proposed. 


He explained, "We have had dis- 


cussions with some communities at their 
request to discuss the situation." But 
there reportedly has been no decision on 
specific sites. 


"WE DON'T KNOW what we're going 


to do," Humphrey replied when ask"d 
about locations. Negotiation of an agree- 
ment with the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority (CCHA), he added, was the most 
immediate task facing CHA. Under state 
and federal laws, CCHA must give its 
approval for CHA to exert any authority 
outside Chicago. 


C C H A Executive Director Victor 


Walchirk reported a number of meetings 
with CHA had been held. 


"We've met with them on several occa- 


sions," he said. "But there has been 
nothing definitive." Walchirk would not 
comment on whether he thought an 
agreement would be reached.

students check with the village manager. 


He said he did not mean for the stu- 


dents to appear before the village board 
though some of them did on two occa- 
sions. 


"At no time did we send them here or 


shirk our responsibility" he said. 


TRUSTEE RICHARD McGrenera said 


the students advised the board they had 
been sent by the school staff. 


Haskell earlier explained that Mayfest 


was part of a 30-day humanities celebra- 
tion at the school and the students did 
not plan on doing anything to discredit 
the community.

New Teen Center A Dream Come True? 


Editor's Note: (It has been 10 years 


since Elk Grove Village gave teens any 
thought as an organized group. Now the 
question seems to be whether they were 
given too much as the Elk Grove Park 
District studies ways of keeping a 
struggling teen center from dying. The 
following is the first of a series on the 
events leading up to the teen center, the 
present status of the geen center, and 
what may be in store for the future.)

The concept of a teen center for Elk 


Grove Village developed from a dream 
to a disappointment, but when the dream 
first came it was a beautiful one, dreamt 
by many adults and teens alike 


Those dreamers were bred from a 


group that started in 1961 with the for- 
mation of a teen council for the organiza- 
tion of youth a ctivities. The council 
worked closely with the youth advisory 
committee formed by the village 


THE ADVISORY committee proposed 


a youth commission in 1962 so that the 
group would have more powers, but the 
request was denied by the village board. 


The groups became inactive after a 


while until 1967 when a -ommercial 
youth center and day nursery was pro- 
posed for a barn at 782 Tonne Rd. The 
proposal was made by Dmo Gualano, a 
developer who wanted to operate them 
as a commercial business. However Elk 
Grove Township Elementary School Dist 
59 had a lease on the property and was 
granted special zoning to use the barn as 
a storage area 


That same year the park district was 


born and a leisure, attitude and interest 
survey was made by the University of 
Illinois The survey was later used as a 
basis for formation of the teen center 
built by the park district 


The survey included a list of facilities 


which teens felt they needed. The list in- 
cluded a night club but not a teen center. 


ELK GROVE HIGH School also opened 


m 1967, sharing the school facility with 
the rapidly growing Harper College. Few 
extracurricular 
activities could 
take 


place at the high school because of Har- 
per's program since it required that high 


school students must leave the building 
by 4 p.m. 


The students' enthusiasm was chan- 


neled into a youth council formed again 
in 1968. That year discussions by several 
groups brought up the concept of a teen 
center again. 


The Elk Grove Village Jaycees and 


B'nai B'rith took an active role in trying 
to establish a teen center. They were 
joined by the park district which said it 
would seriously consider building a teen 
center if there appeared to be a need 


Suzanne (Olson) Dunlap, the park dis- 


trict recreation superintendent at the 
time, was given the assignment to deter- 
mine if there was a need and if the ma- 
jority of youth would use a teen center. 


From the response in numbers and en- 


thusiasm which she received, it looked 
like the youth were ready for a center 


IT TOOK MONTHS of planning for 


teens and adults alike, and much red 
tape, and in September, 1969, gears 
meshed and official construction of the 
teen center began in Lions Park at 180 
Kennedy Blvd. 


An important section of the 1967 survey 


included a question: Who should plan 
youth programs? 


The reply indicated it should be 646 


per cent teen committees with adults, 
28 9 per cent teens alone and 6 2 per cent 
park district personnel. This is what wa« 
basically happening 
The center a[5- 


peared to be on the road to success. 


But that same year Harper College left 


Elk Grove High School and moved into 
its new facilities in Palatine. The high 
school then had the space necessary to 
develop more extracurricular activities. 


BY 1976 the liigh school had developed 


over 200 clubs and organizations with ad- 
visers. Activities ranged from debate to 
ski clubs. 


In February, 1970, seven months after 


bids were awarded on the $73,000 pre- 
fabricated structure, the teen center was 
ready for teens to "do their thing." But 
most of the teens were now involved at 
the high school.

In Oklahoma by Thomas Murray and 
now operate in 25 states and 48 cities It 
Li just starting to move into the metro- 
politan Chicago area. By the end of the 
year. IPSA expects to be operating in 
almost all of the Chicago suburbs. Ra-

IPSA CARRIERS, dressed in uniforms 


similar to those of regular mailmen, will 
he hired to deliver, door-to-door, adver- 
tisements and other types of bulk mail, 
Radunz said 


IPSA will handle any type of mail pro- 


vided the sender wants it delivered on a 
mass or selective route basis and that it 
isn't first class mail. By federal law, 
only the V S Post Office can deliver first 
class mail

IPSA will offer cheaper rates than the 


Post Office, Radunz said. The bulk mail 
rate will be $40 per 1,000 pieces, com- 
pared to the Post Office expected in- 
crease to $52 per 1,000 pieces. 


Headquarters for the IPSA's northwest 


suburban operation will be in Elk Grove 
Village. Radunz said. Its address will be 
J625 Tonne Road, starting August 1. 


IPSA SELLS dealerships to individ- 


uals. Each dealership has five routes in 
it IPSA carriers can purchase their own 
routes, Radunz said. 


"All IPSA carriers are guaranteed to 


be bonded," Radunz said. 


For mailers, IPSA guarantees delivery 


dates. Third class mail now can be held 
up to 24 hours in each post office it pas- 
ses through 


Since federal law restricts use of mail 


boxes. IPSA carriers will leave their 
items in plastic sacks. 


Radunz. who is an Elk Grove resident, 


worked for the Post Office for eight 
years. He views IPSA as an aid to the 
Post Office. 


"After seeing first hand how the Post 


Office gets tied down with bulk mail, 
IPSA should help provide better first 
class mail service," Radunz said. 


He thinks IPSA has a very bright fu- 


ture in competing with the Post Office. 
"Only 10 per cent of what's mailed first 
class is really first class matter," Ra- 
dunz said. 


Local postmasters had varying opin- 


ions on what effects IPSA might have. 


Edward Swan. Wheeling postmaster, 


said he sees both advantages and dis- 
advantages to IPSA. "Many people don't 
like junk (bulk) mail. They blame its de- 
livery on the Post Office and frankly I 
think it cheapens postal services. 


"BUT 
IPSA could cut down on the 


number of people we employ. Once a 
postal employe is made a regular, he is 
guaranteed a 40 hour pay week. This is 
one of the reasons third class mail was 
established," Swan said. 


His Post Office handled 153,000 pieces 


of mail last week, including 100,000 first 
class pieces and the remainder bulk 
mail. 


William 
Watson, Prospect 
Heights 


postmaster, said he "rather discounts" 
the idea of private enterprise competing 
with the Post Office He said he doesn't 
know much about the IPSA and added, 
"I don't think it will have much effect on 
the Post Office." 


A spokesman in the Mount Prospect 


Post Office said since second class mail, 
newspapers and magazines, is low, IPSA 
will have little effect there. 


He added that the Post Office's reve- 


nues could be hurt by drastic cuts in 
third class mail. "Most of the circulars 
we handle are mailed locally, so this 
isn't a money losing proposition," he 
said. 


Mrs. Viginia Dodge, Arlington Heights 


postmaster, said she has received no in- 
formation on the IPSA operation, though 
she's heard of it On a four week aver- 
age, the Arlington facility, which also 
serves Rolling Meadows and Elk Grove 
Village, handles 12 million pieces of 
mail. Counting only the outgoing mail, 
700.000 pieces are third class mail and 
25.000 are second class mail.

Irene Hitzeman, said she had no idea 
what effects IPSA would have on that 
Post Office which also serves Schaum- 
burg and Hoffman Estates.

New Nursing Home Rules 


Charges of strongarm 
investigative 


techniques by Cook County building in- 
spectors at Magnus Farm have resulted 
in establishment of guidelines for con- 
duct by inspectors in the nursing home, 
according to A 
B. Magnus, adminis- 


trator of the privately operated home for 
the elderly at 801 E. Central Rd., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


The charges were marie in a letter 


mailed to relatives of residents by Mag- 
nus after building inspectors arrived 
unannounced on April 15 and April 21. 


On the first visit, Magnus charged, a 


group of six men arrived at the nursing 
home during his absence. He said that 
after refusing to accept escorts, they 
"barged into both patient and female 
staff rooms without even knocking: rap- 
ped on walls, doors and plumbing as well 
as opened closet doors, apparently in an 
effort to secure construction data." 


Magmis said that at the time, "several 


of our residents were being bathed, 
dressed and otherwise cared for." He 
said the disruptions resulted in a virtual 
cessation of nursing care. 


A TEAM OF NINE inspectors 
ap- 


peared at the home on April 21 demand- 
ing unrestricted access to all areas, 
Magnus said. He said he threatened to 
summon police to guard the privacy of 
residents 


He said one of the inspectors then 


called the state's attorney's office for in- 
structions and the team left the nursing 
home. 


Subsequently, he charged, he was in- 


formed by an assistant state's attorney 
that "nobody from God on down was go- 
ing to stop them." The assistant" state's 
attorney, he said, told him considerations 
of patient privacy, welfare and care 
were "not relevant." 


Commissioner William F. Harris of the 


county Department of Building, Zoning 
and Air Pollution Control, said yesterday 
he found Magnus' charges difficult to be- 
lieve. 


"I believe that our inspections are con- 


ducted in a professional manner," said 
Harris He added that the department 
"has an obligation to make certain that 
the care of patients was not interrupted" 
by inspections. 


HARRIS DEFENDED the value of 


unannounced 
inspections, pointing out 


that poor conditions in institutions can be 
corrected 
temporarily 
when 
the in- 


spectors are expected. "But," he said, 
"we have agreed to complete inspections 
at 
M a g n u s 
Farm 
according 
to 


their request " 


Inspections have been scheduled to- 


morrow and Monday at the farm Ac- 
cording to Magnus, Harris agreed that 
not more than four inspectors would be 
used and all would be accompanied by 
staff nursing personnel at all times and 
that "patient dignity and well-being will 
be of paramount concern " 


He also said that the home had agreed 


that the building department would con- 
duct "as comprehensive an inspection of 
our physical plant as they deem appro- 
priate."

a meaningful presidential primary every 
four years 


The latest effort Is bring directed by 


the Committre on Illinois Government, a 
liberal-oriented, generally Democratic 
organization 


''Tie CIG is pushing a package of 19 


bills which would change the primary 
date from the third Tuesday of March to 
the third Tuesday of May. and would 
also change the manner in which dele- 
gates to the national political party nomi- 
nating conventions are selected 


The CIG proposes thnt delegate candi- 


dates be allowed to indicate on the 
primary ballot what candidate for Presi- 
dent they intend to votr for on the first 
ballot at the conventions 


A candidate would also have the option 


of expressing no preference 


"This process would give the rank and 


file of both parties at least some say in 
whom their conventions nominate and it 
would make the Illinois primary an im- 
portant national Indicator of presidential 
preference," said Frank Cicero. CIG vice 
chairman.

Illinois Constitutional Convention, told 
t'nited Press International that delegate 
selection In Illinois "has largely been in- 
visible and closed "

The job exodus from central Chicago to 


suburbs as industries relocate, is ex- 
cluding blacks and other minorities liv- 
ing in the inner-city from employment 
opportunities, according to the Chicago 
Urban League. 


The answer to the problem, according 


to a research report completed by the 
League, is coordination 01 all mass trans- 
portation in the Chicago area. 


The report, released today contends 


that blacks are often left unemployed be- 
cause they do not have a means of trans- 
portation that will permit them to follow 
a firm's relocation from Chicago to a 
suburb. 


The lack of public and private trans- 


portation excludes the inner-city blacks 
from accepting employment in the ex- 
panding suburban job market. 


The report stresses that transportation 


solutions alone will not solve the prob- 
lems for black job-seekers. "The need 
for opening up housing opportunities for 
black citizens in suburban areas must go 
hand in hand with improvements in 
transportation accessibility from the in- 
ner city to suburban job sites." 


THE REPORT points out that nation- 


ally, 75 to 80 per cent of new employment 
m trade and industry goes to the sub- 
urbs. Statistics show from 1955 through 
1964 Chicago lost some 90,000 jobs, main- 
ly from the west and south side black 
areas. 


Blacks, generally employed in lower 


skilled or unskilled jobs, also suffer 
"from a severe lack of employment in- 
formation about suburban jobs," the re- 
port states. 


"Jobs that may be advertised in small 


suburban newspapers may never be 
known to inner-city workers. Many small 
suburban companies may be able to skirt 
fair employment practices on the basis 
that no blacks have ever applied for ad- 
vertised jobs," the report adds. 


But even when blacks have the oppor- 


tunity to work in a suburban industry, 
they must often turn it down because of 
the high costs of "reverse commuting," 
according to the report. 


The reverse commuter, the person who 


trave's from the city to a suburban job, 
must depend almost exclusively on a per- 
sonal automobile for transportation. Pub- 
lic transportation is not available. 


"Many potent al reverse commuters 


cannot use an automobile for they simply 
cannot afford to purchase a car," the re- 
port says 


REVERSE COMMUTING Without a 


car becomes a time-consuming and cost- 


ly proposition. 


The worker must often start with bus 


or "el" transportation from his home to 
a commuter railroad station downtown. 
When he arrives at a suburban commu- 
nity, he must find transportation from 
the train station to the place of employ- 
ment; local taxis are usually the only 
transportation 


A sample journey in the report states 


the monthly cost of commuting between 
Cabrini Homes to the Weston Accelerator 
Project, a distance of 33 miles, costs $59, 
excluding cab fares or $174 by automo- 
bile, excluding toll costs 


Possible solutions recommended by the 


Urban League include buying or charter- 
ing a bus to provide transportation be- 
tween employes' homes and job sites; 
purchase a fleet of used cars to rent to 
new employes; and operation of shuttle 
services. 


FEDERAL FUNDS are available for 


demonstration projects and the Urban 
League has five ideas for the funds. 


—CTA and suburban rail and bus ser- 


vices should be better coordinated by 
joint fares and transfers without loss of 
needed revenue to individual carriers. 


—Establish a central telephone infor- 


mation service so Chicago area transit 
riders can obtain complete fares, rout- 
ings and schedules on any of the trans- 
portation systems in the metropolitan 
area with a single phone call. 


—Gather more information on the ori- 


gin and destinations of reverse commu- 
ters 


—Increase the use of taxi and jitney 


services to provide more mobility both in 
the inner-city as feeder services to rapid 
transit routes and in the suburbs between 
rail stations and employment opportu- 
nities

A fund raising plea for the Community 


Counseling Center in Dea Plaines was 
made yesterday at a breakfast meeting 
for about 30 northwest suburban clergy- 
men in the South Community Baptist 
Church In Mount Prospect. 


The Community Counseling Center, a 


suburban branch of the Salvation Army 
Family Service Division, provides vari- 
ous types of counseling to individuals in 
Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Des 
Plaines. Elk Grove Village. Hanover 
Park, Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect, 
P a l a t i n e . Prospect Heights, Rolling 
Meadows, Schaumburg, Wheeling and 
unincorporated School Dist. 63. 


Bach of the communities contributes to 


the Counseling Center through their 
Community Chest. It Is also funded by 
individual contributions and fees charged 
for service. Until last year it received 
funds from the four townships it serves 
but the recent freeie on township funds 
ha* left the Center with a $15,000 deficit 
this year 


According to the Center's director, 


Mrs. Margaret Llsmski, the Center can- 
not continue to operate unless their defi- 
cit i* met. It is the only such counseling 
center in the Northwest suburbs. 


The clergymen were asked yesterday 


to take the message of need by the Coun- 
seling Center back to their communities. 


"THK PEOPLE MERE have demon- 


strated their need for our service," said 
Miss Mary Young. Welfare Services Con- 
sultant and Program Co-ordinator for the 
Salvation Army Family Service Division, 
"the effectiveness of our agency is shown 
every day. 


"Just looking at statistics," she said, 


"we saw 684 families last year and that's 
about 1,000 people. The Counseling Ser- 
vice helps people find their potential for 
making adjustments, the fact that we are 
used shows our effectiveness. 


"Now I hope that you. as the lead- 


ership of your community," Miss Young 
added, "will take our message — our 
need to the people." 


Mrs Jane GottwaW of Park Ridge told 


the clergymen of her experience with the 
Counseling Center's Homemaker Service. 
"My family became acquainted with the 
Center six years •go," she said, 
"through a stroke o/ luck we found out 
about their services and I'll be forever 
grateful that we did." 


Mrs GottwaW said she had been hospi- 


talized for 18 weeks with severe depres- 
sion. "I couldn't talk. I couldn't do any- 
thing I was helpless." 


MRS. GOTTWALD had two small chil- 


dren and was expecting a third at the 
time of her honpitalization. "I was trou- 
bled that I couldn't take care of my two 
children — let alone a third." 


After the baby was born the Counseling 


Center tent an experienced nomemaker 
to the Gottwald's house. "Mrs. Jackson 
would travel over 20 miles a day. She 
came at 8 a.m. and left at 5. She took 
total care of our children and the house 
She ignored me in a polite way and I was 
relaxed with her attitude. As a stranger 
she put my problems In perspective and 
little by little I felt better and did more 


"During the next seven months," Mrs. 


Gottwald continued, "Mrs. Jackson, Mrs. 
Licinskl and my husband worked as a 
team. I went off my medicine and Mrs. 
Jackson gradually left us. The effects of 
her stay are still felt." 


Charles Hayes, Executive Editor of

sors, also addressed the clergymen. 


"As I see it," Hayes said, "there is an

Arbor Day 
Not Special 
To Foresters 


Arbor Day. being observed Friday and 


Saturday, is described as "the day desig- 
nated to plant trees." However, planting 
trfes is a year round job for the Illinois 
Department of Conservation's Division of 
Forestry. 


The 112 full time employes of the For- 


estry Division, located throughout Illi- 
nois, do everything from planting trees 
to helping market lumber. 


"A forester's job starts with a seed 


and from there is an endless task," said 
State Forester H. F. Siemert. 


The Forestry Division is split into five 


sections: reforestation, woodland man- 
agement, forest products, fire control 
and urban forestry. The goal of each is 
to improve the woodlands and environ- 
ment of Illinois. 


The reforestation section annually pro- 


vides about 65 million seedlings for 
planting to 2.000 to 2,500 landowners and 
industries in the state at a minimum 
cost. The state has nurseries in Union 
.ind Mason Counties for growing the 
seedlings. 


"THESE SEEDLINGS are basically in- 


tonded for rural land reforestation rather 
than for ornamental value. Under no cir- 
cumstances do we allow trees to be re- 
sold or used for landscaping," Al Mickel- 
son. staff forester in charge of reforesta- 
tion, said. 


This section also handles the reforesta- 


tion of state parks and conservation 
arras and manages the four state forests 
located in Union, Henderson, Shelby and 
Mason counties. The 12.000 acres of state 
forests have multiple ate recreational fa- 
cilities, including picnicking, camping, 
hridle trails, cycling, fishing and hunt- 
ing. 


Last year the woodland management 


section dealt with over 2,000 requests for 
assistance. These requests took the 21 
district foresters over 33,000 acres of tim- 
ber land 
'* 


"We look at the forest and tell the 


landowner what is there, how fast it is 
growing, whether it should be thinned out 
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STATE FORESTS are more than just trees. They offer a 
wide variety of recreation to the public, including hunt- 


ing, fishing, hiking, camping picnicking and horseback 
riding. 


or what. We can only make suggestions 
though, the landowner has to make the 
decisions," Lou Sohaney, staff forester, 
said. 


TWENTY FIRE WARDENS are scat- 


tered across the state to prevent fire 
from destroying Illinois' 7 million acres 
of timber and adjoining fields. Last year 
201 forest fires destroyed 7,082 acres of 
timber. 


The urban forestry section was created 


in 1968. "The intent of this section is to 
improve the quality of the urban environ- 
ment with woody plants," said Ernie 
Kunze, staff forester. 


"WE TRY TO develop a tree and 


shrub planting program to fit the needs 
of the community. Although we are 
geared to help all the cities, we are fo- 
cusing our attention on the smaller com- 


munities of 5,000 or less which have lim- 
ited resources," Kunze said. 


Last year this section answered 1,100 


requests for assistance and helped devel- 
op multiple-use plans for communities in- 
terested in beautifying parks, boulevards 
and streets. 


The forest products section is designed 


to encourage and assist the forest prod- 
ucts industry in the state. The section 
also publishes a quarterly magazine for 
timber buyers and sellers entitled, 
"Wooden Dollars." 


Last year the division began cataloging 


record-size Illinois trees by species. The 
inventory gives the location, species, 
height, spread and trunk girth. 


There are 179 native and exotic vari- 


eties catalogued, with 22 recognized as 
national record specimens.

lungs are full of air and a kidney, for 
example, is not, This is why it is better 
to do examination of the urine to tell 
how the kidneys are functioning than it is 
to use an X-ray examination when one is 
looking (or tuberculosis. 


There are some other examples where 


the X ray is useful in tuberculosis be- 
sides just the lungs. If tuberculous in- 
fection involves bone and causes enough 
erosion or damage to the bone, these 
changes can be seen.

Parents To Get 
Vote Information 


A letter urging residents to vote May 


15 in High School Dist. 214 is being 
mailed to parents of eighth grade and 
high school students this week by school 
officials. The letter is not being sent to 
any other district taxpayers. 


Under a cover letter from Dist. 214 


Supt. Edward Gilbert and building prin- 
cipals urging voter trunout are details of 
the $10.5 million referendum to build an 
eighth high school on the Arlington 
Heights-Dundee Road site in Buffalo 
Grove. 


"Within the next two years all of our 


schools will exceed their enrollment ca- 
pacities. John Hersey and Wheeling High 
Schools will exceed their reasonable ca- 
pacity by 800-900 students," Gilbert said. 


After several years of consultation 


with citizens' groups, staff and special- 
ists in school construction, the Dist. 214 
school board has decided the continued 
growth can best be met through con- 
struction of a new high school in the Buf- 
falo Grove area, Gilbert stated in his let- 
ter. 


THE INFORMATION bulletin accom- 


panying the letter gives a projected 
building enrollment through 1975 for the 
seven high schools now in the district. 
All will be over capacity, though Wheel- 
ing and Hersey High Schools will be af- 
fected most. 


Without another high school in the 


northern part of the district, the board 
will have to change school attendance 
boundary lines again, parents are told in 
t h e 
bulletin. 
Last 
year, boundary 


changes were drawn to provide enroll- 
ment for Rolling Meadows High School 
and with an eighth high school in mind. 


The attendance boundary discussion by 


the board was one of the controversial 
issues which brought several citizen 
groups to the board with petitions and 
suggestions for redrawing the lines. 


DIST. 214 is asking voters to approve 


$10.5 million for constructing and equip- 
ing a school for 2,500 students. The site, 
located at the intersection of Arlington 
Heights and Dundee Roads, was pur- 
chased in 1962. If the referendum is ap- 
proved by Dist. 214 voters, the new 


school will be open for the 1973-74 school 
year. 


For a voter with a $30,000 home, dis- 


trict administrators estimate construc- 
tion of the eighth high school will add 
about $4.50 to the property tax bill. A 
continued increase in the district's as- 
sessed valuation may lower the figure in 
the next few years, though, they stated. 


The bulletin also explains that a 12- 


month school year would not necessarily 
alleviate overcrowding. Studies of dis- 
tricts which have implemented a 12- 
month plan show residents prefer the 
traditional 
plan 
with 
the 
summer 


months left for optional classwork. 


Residents will vote on the referendum 


Saturday, May 15, from 11 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
at the same polling places where they 
voted in the school board election earlier 
this month. An additional precinct for 
newly annexed Rolling Meadows resi- 
dents will be set up at Central Road 
School.

A daily 
train between Chicago and Seattle will be 
operated on the Milwaukee Road be- 
tween Chicago and Minneapolis, and on 
the Burlington Northern beyond. 


April 30 will be the last date of oper-

New Harper Student Code Prepared 


An eight-man committee at Harper 


College hu prepared a revised student 
conduct code to be submitted for approv- 
al to various governmental bodies at the 
community college. 


On Tuesday night, the committee, com- 


posed of students, board members, facul- 
ty members und administrators, com- 
pleted final work on the revised code. 
It will be submitted to the college's Fac- 


ulty Senate, Student Senate and board of 
trustees for further revisions and final 
approval. 


The five members of the committee 


present Tuesday agreed to include on the 
list of iwssiMe violations a statement list- 


ing "lewd or obscene conduct as defined 
by law." 


Board member Jessalyn Nicklas, 


recently appointed chairman of the com- 
mittee, argued for inclusion of the state- 
ment on the grounds that students 
needed to be warned of the possible legal 
dangers of the use of obscenities. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the committee 


argued that inclusion would be offensive 
and provocative to students, thus it 
should not be included. 


Omar Olson, dean of continuing educa- 


tion, said that older students, especially 
evening students, bad complained to him

about student behavior. He said student 
opinion would probably support the eve- 
ning students' objections, and called for 
some reference to obscenities in the 
code. 


The committee then voted 3-2 to in- 


clude the obscenity clause in the list of 
possible violations on campus. 


The final copy of the document in- 


cludes a list of violations of federal, state 
and local laws which can call for college 
disciplinary action. It also lists proce- 
d u r e s for disciplinary 
proceedings 


against students. 


If approved, the code would replace a 


somewhat similar code which is publish- 
ed in the college's 1870-71 student hand- 
book. 


THE COMMITTEE, called the Student 


Unrest Committee, was formed hi No- 
vember, 1970, to update the college's 
procedures in handling potential student 
unrest situations. 


It has met about 15 times since then 
and has called such persons as Joseph 


Mandarine, campus safety chief, and 
Paul Moore, college law enforcement 
coordinator, to discuss campus problems 
and procedures. 


Board member John Haas served as 


chairman of the committee until April, 
when he retired from the board. Mrs. 
Nicklas was appointed at that time to 
replace him as chairman.

The Senate and House bills would re- 


duce a qualifying rate for state aid for 
high school districts from 60 cents to 70 
cents over a two-year period and would 
cut the qualifying rate for elementary

have been benefited in recent years by a 
lower qualifying rate for state aid. 


Unit districts — of which there are

Dual districts have had to 
have a combined rate of $180 to qualify. 


The bills have also gained the support 


of Robert Hanrahan, Cook County School 
Superintendent Hanrahan, according to 
his office, is encouraging PTA groups, 
local Chambers of Commerce, labor 
unions and other groups to support the 
bill in writing.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - (NBA) - To un- 


derstand the power of the agitation pro- 
duced here by the Kentucky Derby, you 
need know only of the two kittens deliv- 
ered to a household the week after last 
year's race. Dust Commander won the 
Derby, ridden by Mike Manganello. So 
the lady of the house, seeing her duty, 
named one kitten Dusty, the other Mike. 


Certainly, the Derby daze is not always 


so kindly in its effects. Coffee, sold at 15 
cents a cup 51 weeks a year, goes up to 
35 cents Derby Week. A bartender, if he 
knows you, will charge only $1 a drink, 
say, instead of $2 extracted from aliens. 
To get a hotel room, you pay something 
like $100 for three days. That's the min- 
imum. It gets you a room that goes for 
$15 in October. 


No matter. Gonge-the-guest is a game 


played across America at Indianapolis 


late in May, at Augusta early in April, at 
New York the year-round. Where the 
Derby agitation shows up most clearly, 
as we shall see, is in conversation lead- 
ing up to the race. 


When Hoist the Flag broke a leg last 


month, it is true that the mayor of Louis- 
ville did not put the flag at half staff for 
the fallen Derby favorite. But the Louis- 
ville newspapers wrote of Hoist the 
Flag's injury as a calamity surpassed in 
its tragic ramifications only by — who 
could forget it? — the quarter crack Sir 
Gaylord came down with on Derby Eve 
in 1959. But even as Hoist the Flag was 
memorialized, the Derby had other prob- 
lems. 


Like off-track betting in New York. 


When New York opened the windows in 
early April, less than three weeks before 
the Derby on May 1, the Derby people 
sent up a moan of unprecedented depth.

The president of Churchill Downs, Lynn 
Stone, said the track bad sole rights to 
betting on the Derby, that it had built it 
into America's premier race and did not 
intend to stand by while New York took 
bets on it. 


No one could figure out why Stone was 


so upset. Even he stopped short of saving 
the money bet in New York would have 
been bet at Churchill Downs. The idea, it 
was agreed, was that Stone feared off- 
track betting might move closer yet to 
Kentucky, where it would, in fact, hurt 
the wagering at Churchill Downs. 


New York, meanwhile, went ahead 


with its plans to take bets on the Derby. 
It pointed out that Stone's yelps sounded 
peculiar, not only because it could see no 
way betting in New York could hurt the 
Derby but also because Stone had never 
taken aim at Las Vegas, where off-track 
betting has been legal for years. 


If New York and Churchill Downs had 


something going, it was only a more pub- 
licized version of what was happening 
between Louisville police and Louisville 
bookies. 


When a local television station did a 


series of programs entitled "Louisville: 
an Open City," in which is charged the 
police with accepting pay-offs from the 
illegal bookmakers, the bookies closed up 
shop. This is always a bad thing, because 
bookies' children like to eat. It is a ter- 
rible thing, though, when it happens with 
the Kentucky Derby coming up. 


"Any time a race is on the radio," a 


bookie said, "my action is way up. So 
can you imagine what it's like for the 
Derby, when that's all anybody talks 
about for three months before?" 


Is he out of business altogether? 
"No," he said. "But I'm just booking 


my friends and people I know. You can't 
make anything that way."

New Yorkers will go to their betting par- 
lors, and Lynn Stone will say he did all 
he could.

Forest Preserve 
Is For Everyone 


Whose forest preserves are they? 
That, in simple form, is the issue 


that's threatening to come to a 
head over use of the holdings of the 
Cook County Forest Preserve D: - 
tnct. 


The catalyst has been the sudden 


increased use and favor shown the 
county forests by youth groups — 
an outburst of attention that al- 
ready has triggered some skir- 


• mishes between the groups and for- 


• est preserve and police officials. 


There hasn't been a crisis yet. 


and we don't wish to assume there 
will be one. or trigger one with at- 


• tention. But the makings are pre- 
sent for a collision over use of the 
forest preserves, and on the basis 
of that we want to stake out our 
position. 


The position is elementary: the 


forest preserves are for everyone. 
And on that premise, our sympathy 
and support must go to the Cook 
County Forest Preserve District as 
guardian of the holdings. 


Everyone, of course, includes the 


young people who have developed 
the new affection for the forest pre- 
serves as a place to gather. And 
they, of course, have as much right 
to access and use of the forest pre- 
serves as any citizens. 


But the question we believe to be 


crystallizing is one of total use for 
the greatest good. 


There has been trouble, begin- 


ning last summer when masses of 
young people began to descend on 
Deer Grove near Palatine. It was 
nothing grave, mostly a case of 
forest preserve officials feeling too 
many young people had gathered 
in too small an area without a per- 
mit They were ordered to disperse 
by rangers and county and state 
police. 


A tension developed over several 


Sundays, but there was no vio- 
lence, and the issue waned with au- 
tumn. 


The issue was rekindled on Eas- 


ter Sunday in the Northwestern 
W o o d s 
n e a r Des Plaines. 


There, after several days of large 
gatherngs by young people, trouble 
formed when some 200 of them ig- 
nored an order by forest rangers 
to leave the park by 7:30 p.m. Sher- 
iff's police and Des Plaines police 
were called in, and in the ensuing 
faceoff there were three arrests for 
disorderly conduct and report of 
physical clashes between police and 
some young people. 
' There is a threat of new turmoil 
this Sunday, with efforts to organ- 
ize a rock festival in Deer Grove. 
JThe forest preserve district has no 
yules regulating rock festivals per 
9e. but district spokesmen say 
jthey're against them, and that par- 
ticular case has been confused by 


the promoters of the planned fest 
applying for a permit under what 
district personnel call "false pre- 
tenses." 


Those pretenses include applying 


for a picnic permit for 500 people, 
while festival spokesmen say they 
expect about 2,000 for a musical 
gathering. 


In the particular case of the rock 


festival, and in the general case of 
excessive use of forest preserve 
property by young people, the for- 
est preserve district is faced with 
the question of the greater good. 
And we repeat: our sympathy is 
with the district. 


The forest preserves, already in 


too short a supply in the county, 
are not for the exclusive — or even 
dominant — use of one group. 


They are pieces of green space 


laid out to break up the congested 
monotony of city and suburb. They 
are gathering places for people 
seeking a little solitude or refresh- 
ment 
from 
the 
natural. 
And, 


mostly, they are havens for small 
groups and families to go for a few 
hours' fun. picnicking and recrea- 
tion. 


They assuredly are not places for 


rock festivals, which would be dis- 
cordantly out of place in an envi- 
ronment for small groups and fam- 
ilies, and which — if successful — 
could mushroom to uncontrollable 
proportions. 


Nor are they a place for the con- 


tinued inhabitation by large groups 
of young people, any more than 
they would be for such use by any 
group. 


Those kind of gatherings, oc- 


curring especially as they do on 
weekends, simply deny space to 
too many other people, and prove 
to be so disruptive and disturbing 
to others trying to use the pre- 
serves that they must be regarded 
as abuses of the right of access. 


Lest there be any confusion, we 


urge the forest preserve district to 
make its own stand clear — to set 
down specifically its rules for use 
of its property, and to live by them 
in releasing permits for use. 


We do not urge denial of pre- 


serve use to young people. But the 
district should make it clear how 
much use it will allow of each pre- 
serve by any group, and then act 
accordingly against any abuse. 


The young people now attracted 


to the preserves similarly should 
set upon regulating their own use, 
or prepare to accept eviction on 
the grounds of trammeling the 
rights of others. There is little 
enough room fbr all of us now in 
the preserves, 
and certainly no 


room for any person or group that 
causes discomfort or agitation to 
another.

what he will run you over the years, and 
sometimes much less.

lion pet owners in the Chicago area, you 
might consider buying medical insurance 
for Fido. 


It will cost you just $22 a year for $300 


coverage. And Fido can be treated either 
as an in-patient or an out-patient. 


Here's why pet health insurance is a 


sound economical idea: 


CASE ONE — A pooch who is so old 


and crotchety he can barely move is tak- 
en to a veterinarian. 


The pooch hasn't been acting or eating 


properly and has begun to forget his 
house training.

A battery of other laboratory tests are

Cost for the home remedy: $24. 
CASE THREE — A two-year-old bitch 


who has just whelped a single pup, by 
breech delivery and born dead, is taken 
to a vet to be sure she has had all her 
pups 


She is examined and the vet checks 


her abdomen with his hands He says 
yes, she is through whelping, there are 
no more pups. But then he says just to 
be sure, he wants to X-ray her. After- 
ward she is given a series of shots to dry 
up her milk, fight depression and relax 
her 


Then she is given tranquilizers to help 


her over the post-natal blues and some 
vitamins to get back her health Cost: 
$37. 


CASE FOUR — Two months later the 


same bitch suffers a gash from a jagged 
rock on her right forepaw The owner 
bandages the paw and stops the bleeding.

but two days later it appears she may 
need three or four stitches. 


She is taken to a vet who says she 


must stay overnight at the hospital and 
then be given a general anesthetic the 
next day to stitch her up. 


The owner cannot afford this and 


leaves, hoping the dog's wound will heal 
by itself, with no complications. Luckily, 
it does. 


In each of these cases the ailments 


were minor, but the cost for each exam- 
ination, diagnosis and treatment was 
relatively costly, especially for a family 
on a tight budget. If major treatment 
was needed, the costs would have sky- 
rocketed higher 


So what is the answer' 
There are three. You can ignore your 


sick or injured pet and hope he gets well 
by himself: You can 4ry home remedies, 
which can be dangerous unless you're a 
vet. Or you can take the animal to a 
hospital where he will receive the prop- 
er care and medication.

The nation's private educational in- 


stitutions own an estimated $8 billion 
worth of securities in industrial, rail 
and utility corporations. 


Foundations own $16 billion. 
This ownership is most heavily concen- 


trated in the shares of a few hundred 
major concerns. 


If only a small number of these de- 


cided to vote in accordance with social 
objectives, the pressure for change could 
be enormous in some bellwether Ameri- 
can companies. 


Though the percentage of ownership by 


the colleges and universities in any one 
concern would be small, in a significant 
number of key companies it would be 
large enough to attract attention. 


The offficers and directors of most ma- 


jor American enterprises are very sensi- 
tive to shareholder criticism. During a 
decade and a half of watching company 


reactions as a reporter for a national fi- 
nancial newspaper, the frequency o f 
quick adjustment following some share- 
holder complaint has constantly amazed. 
And in many of these cases, the sliare-

Colleges and universities may be espe- 


cially vulnerable to continuing pressure. 
A college or university which gives up 
government contracts, or severs its ties 
with a venerable research institution be- 
cause research might not be in line with 
social objectives, is not likely to stand up 
indefinitely against charg2s that its in- 
vestments are funding companies which 
are polluting the atmosphere, practicing 
unfair racial policies or producing types 
of war materials which a vocal segment 
of the junior faculty, graduate students 


and undergraduates finds objectionable. 


It seems quite possible, therefore, that 


if this pressure should gain momentum 
on the campuses and extend to some of 
the more prosperous foundations, the net 
result might be major changes in some 
areas of U.S. industry. 


But there could be other results. 
Colleges and universities are already 


hard hit by higher costs, by cutbacks in 
federal government research contracts 
and, in some cases, by a decline in gifts. 
If changes pushed through by social vot- 
ing cut profits markedly, then a number 
of colleges and universities dependent on 
income from these companies might be 
forced against the wall. 


On the other hand, any such conflict 


may be naturally and constructively 
avoided. Industries seeking to curb to- 
day's pollution, for example, may find 
that reclaiming waste can be as profit- 
able a matter as was the conversion of 
the pollutants of earlier industrial eras — 
hydrochloric and sulfuric acids, for two 
— into marketable products.

"We are artisans, crea- 
tors." he said. "I spent II years with a 
master tailor who taught me design. A

Shakes GM? 


DETROIT (UPI) 
—The Detroit Free 


Press reported today that General Mo- 
tors Corp., in a "panic" when 18 card- 
board boxes of missing microfilmed com- 
plaint letters about the Corvair and other 
Chevrolet products turned up in a sal- 
vage warehouse, paid $20,000 sight un- 
seen to keep the documents from falling 
into the hands of Ralph Nader. 


The newspaper said in today's editions 


that the microfilmed letters from the 
years 1964 and 1965 had vanished from 
the Chevrolet division's customer rela- 
tions department sometime aftei 1965 
and turned up earlier this month in a 
warehouse in suburban Wyandotte. 


The years involved were the height of 


Nader's campaign against safety defects 
in the Corvair, which since has gone out 
of production. 


Scrap dealers Floyd E. Avery and Ken- 


neth A. Simpson discovered the 19 boxes, 
marked "GM'' among surplus goods they 
purchased from a Detroit electronics 
concern in March for $7,500. 


W. E. Ludwick, assistant manager of 


Chevrolet customer relations, was in- 
structed by top Chevrolet officials to pay 
the asking price of 20 cents per micro- 
film card, or $20,000, sight unseen, the 
Free Press said. 


Avery said Ludwick "told us that if 


'Nader ever got these' we'd be hurting."

A) It could. Income tax withholding 


rates are lower in 1171 mainly because 
the standard deduction was increased. 
Withholding is also lower for angle per- 
sons because tax rates for this group 
were reduced.

withholding could result for those earn- 
ing over $11,500 


If your present withholding won't cover 


this year's liability, you can avoid owing 
money next AprQ by dropping ex- 
emptions now or, if you are already 
claiming no exemptions, by asking your 
employer to withhold an additional a- 
mount.

However, the amount to 
be withheld must be at least $5 a month 
and must not reduce the net pension or 
annuity payment to less than $10 a 
month. 


Q) I have received a gift from the

A) Yes. In general, the fair market 


value of property received for making a 
deposit or opening an account in a sav- 
ings institution is income and must be 
reported as interest income in the year 
received.

But f occasionally do 
oattide work which Is net subject to with- 
holding. Mast I file a Declaration of Esti- 
mated Tax? 


A) You must file a Declaration of Esti- 


mated Tax if your estimated tax due at 
the time your return is filed is $40 or 
more and if your estimated gross income 
for 1971 includes more than $200 in in- 
come not subject to withholding. How- 
ever, instead of filing a declaration you 
may increase withholding by dropping 
exemptions being claimed or having ad- 
ditional sums withheld. 


"Estimated tax" is the amount by 


which the total of your estimated income 
tax and estimated self-employment tax 
exceeds the expected withholding from 
your pay. The Declaration of Estimated 
Tax for 1971 and the first payment are 
due on April 15, the same date that your 
1970 income tax return is due. Publica- 
tion 505, "Tax Withholding and Declara- 
tion of Estimated Tax," contains addi- 
tional information and is available at In- 
ternal Revenue Offices.

Net earnings of Northwest Industries,

Organic Gardening Those two obscure 


words in a District 207 adult education 
brochure lured about 25 curious people to 
the area's first night school organic gar- 
dening class 


Some came to Maine Adult Evening 


School to learn about bugs, compost or 
DDT Some just wanted a night out 


But all were in for a social experience 


that 
Included 
experiments in 
bean 


sprouting and taste-testing "research ' 


The first question all wanted answeied 


was "How can gardeners grow anything 
without spraying chemicals to kill insects 
and feed plants?" 


Students brought the class their frus- 


trations 
"I can't seem to raise good 


roses'" Their problems. "How do I get 
rid of sweat bees in the window sash9" 
And their triumphs One lady's mung 
beana outsprouted the teacher's! 


THE CLASS WAS a melting pot of 


young mothers, 
businessmen, 
retired 


folks, 
blue collar 
workers, 
several 


couples and even one girl who wanted to 


learn organic gardening so she could live 
exclusively off the land 
There were 


those with a lifetime of gardening experi- 
ence and some who had never so much 
as sowed a seed 


Another highlight of the course was 


praying mantis night The guest speaker 
was a woman who did a study on the 
e f f e c t s of mosquito spraying 
She 


brought along Myrtle, the praying man- 
tis. 


Almost every Thursday night during 


the eight-week course, the weather was 
terrible But the organic gardening stu- 
dents, who braved the cold and rain to go 
to Des Flames, found themselves ab- 
sorbed in spring They made soil tests 
for nitrogen and lime, scrutinized sick 
plants for practice "diagnosis" and 
polished their organic gardening I.Q.! 


SOCIABILITY 
DEVELOPED 
with 


class members bringing in peat pots to 
share, seeds, cuttings, reading material, 
newspaper items, pictures of their yards. 
One gardener brought in chocolate candy 
shaped like lady bugs 


They learned companion planting, in- 


door composting, how to make do-it-your- 
self fertilizer, and where to shop for or- 
ganic garden products like rock dusts, 
sea-derived fertilizer and organic turf 
food 


Gardeners found out how to combat 


crabgrass without spending a cent, how 
to make quickie humus in five days, and 
how to have a compost pile without los- 
ing neighbors. They learned to dis- 
tinguish between organic growing and 
food faddism. 


STUDENTS GOBBLED up written ma- 


terial developed by Pollution and Envi- 
ronmental Problems (PEP) that showed 
organic alternatives to combatting SO dif- 
ferent kinds of insect pests and how to 
read spray can terms by their common 
names. 


On "graduation night" the students 


gave the instructor a "report card," in- 
stead of the opposite, and each gard- 
ener went home with a "graduation pre- 
sent" — a bottle of Sea-born seaweed 
fertilizer.

To Survive, Says Woman Professor

Washington, DC. — If the so-called 


stronger sex shared the responsibility of 
running the world with the allegedly 
weaker sex, the "stronger" might sur- 
vive somewhat longer. 


So says Dr Estelle Ramey, a nation- 


ally known endocrinologist, who believes 
that "men have designed a society that's 
calculated to make it difficult for them 
to live to a ripe old age." And, she adds, 
"they insist on running it without any 
help from their natural partners — wom- 
en." Dr. Ramey is a professor in the de- 
partment of physiology and biophysics 
at the Georgetown Medical School here. 


Men in our culture, Dr. Ramey points 


out, are subject to greater stresses and 
their life expectancy is invariably short- 
er than women's. Men are also expected 
to be strong, she says, and never to show 
the slightest sign of weakness. Since 
they're not "permitted" to cry, their 


emotions will find an outlet one way or 
another, she notes "If they can't shed 
watery tears, then they'll cry internally 
with blood " As a result, she observes, 
men develop peptic ulcers and ulcerative 
colitis to a greater extent than women 


IN DR. RAMEY'S VIEW, men con- 


tantly fend off any woman who wants to 
share responsibility with them. They do 
this by telling her she's "a sweet, delight- 
ful little thing who's just too frail to 
stand up to stress." There's no question, 
says the endocrinologist, that men gener- 
ally can bring more "muscle force" to 
bear on their problems, but, she adds 
"If you're talking about the ability to 
survive life's stresses, then women are a 
really remarkable sex. From the mo- 
ment of conception, the female in every 
age group is stronger and out-survives 
the male." 


Dr. Ramey also points out that women 


seem to have better natural defenses 
against the number one killer — heart 
disease She cites statistical evidence, in- 
dicating that women under 40 have about 
one twelfth the incidence of cardiovascu- 
lar illness that men do Once past the 
menopause, however, she notes the in- 
cidence between the two becomes sim- 
ilar This, she suggests, might be related 
to a possible protection that pre men 
opausal women receive from their nor 
mal female hormone, estrogen 
PoM 


menopausal women no longer secrete 
this hormone to the same extent 


Estelle Ramey concludes that some 


thing needs to be done psychological!} ab 
well as physiologically to help protea 
"this fragile sex, which is male ' And 
she declares that when women "insist on 
taking over some of the responsibilities 
of running the society, they are essential- 
ly forcing men to live better lives."

a family trait. In addition, there seems 
to be a link between allergic response 
and emotional stress. This is not to say 
that tension can actually cause an al- 
lergy — but in many chronic allergic 
states the reaction is often made worse 
by anxiety and by being unable to get 
the normal satisfactions of living a full 
lite. 


Q—What happens during an asthmatic at- 


tack ? 


A— Both the lower and upper respiratory 


systems may be involved in the allergic- 
reaction. In a mild attack, the patient 
may cough and experience slight wheez- 
ing, especially at night. In children (and 
most asthma starts in childhood), the 
attack may be accompanied by sneezing 
and a slight fever, and is sometimes 
thought to be a head cold. In severe 
asthmatic attacks, the muscles sur- 
rounding the smaller bronchial tubes go 
into spasm, and the patient has a fright- 
ening, exhausting and sometimes pro- 
longed struggle for breath. 


Q—Do children outgrow asthma? 


A—Sometimes. It has been estimated that 


about one-third of asthmatic children 
truly outgrow the disorder. Another 
third seem to recover but have return 
bouts during adolescence. And a third 
remain chronic asthmatics, a condition 
which, it ignored, can set the stage for 
seriour lung disorders. Because repeated 
attacks ot asthma can undermine a 
child's general health, parents are urged 
not to be passive about it on the as- 
\sumption that it will be outgrown, but 
to seek prompt medical attention for the 
youngster. 


Q—(.'an a person have more than one type 


of allergic reaetion? 


A- - Yes. This frequently happens. For ex- 


ample, an asthmatic child more often 
than not has had eczema in infancy, and 
usually has allergic rhinitis, which takes 
the torm of sneezing and an itchy nose. 
A given allergen may cause different re- 
actions at different times. 


y—I've had sinus trouble for years. Could 


it be caused by allergy? 


A 
It might. The mucous membrane lining 
ot the sinuses and nose are often sensi- 
tive. The reaction may take the form of 
sudden sneezing on exposure to pollen or 
animal dander, or may be chronic when 
there is constant exposure to household 
dusts, a pet or a food to which the 
mdiv idual is allergic. 


(^—Sometimes my eyelid, lip or hands will 


puff away out. It is embarrassing. 
Vk hat makes this happen, anil how can 
I prevent it? 


A- - It is more than embarrassing; it can be 


dangerous. The swelling is'due to an 
allergic reaction causing a sudden dila- 
tion of the capillaries of the area in- 
volved. If your tongue or throat should 
swell like this, you might not be able to 
breath. Ask your doctor to prescribe me- 
dication, and try to identify the causa- 
tive substance so that you can avoid it. 


(^—How ean I find out what Pm allergic 


to? 


A- Sometimes common-sense observation is 


enough. If you invariably break out in 
hives alter eating strawberries, you may 
not have to look farther for the culprit. 
Or if a child has never had asthma until 
he gets a pet kitten, banishing the kitten 
may be all that's required. But things 
often ere not this clear-cut. If you do 
not observe a direct cause and effect 
relationship, you may need to undergo a 
series of skin tests administered by an 
experienced physician. In this proce- 
dure, solutions of all the various sub- 
stances which could produce an allergy 
are applied to or injected into the skin. 
If a hive-like eruption follows, the guilty 
substance is identified. 


Q—What is the most effective treatment 


for allergy? 


A— The best way to tackle the problem is to 


avoid the substance or substances to 
which you are allergic. Before you can 
do that, of course, ycyi must be sure that 
they have been correctly identified. 
Sometimes just giving up one item on 
your diet, or changing cosmetics, will do 
the job. Sometimes the treatment calls 
for drastic steps, like moving to a differ- 
ent climate. 


Q—Do antihistamines cure allergy? 


A— No, but their use is often extremely ef- 


fective in relieving the uncomfortable 
symptoms ot allergic response. 


Q—Do injections cure allergies? 
A - In some cases, yes. A series of injections 


can build up an immunity to the al- 
lergy-producing substance, unless the of- 
fender is in food. There is no "one-shot" 
or "all-purpose" injection. 


Q—Is contact dermatitis always allergic? 


A—No. Sometimes the chemicals which pro- 


duce a contact dermatitis are uniformly 
irritating to everyone, tor example, in 
some household products such as clean- 
sers, detergents and polishes. 


Q—How can I tell whether dermatitis is 


allergic? 


A—The typical allergic dermatitis is a sym- 


metrical eruption on the skin, commonly 
red and swollen. It may be blister-like 
and constantly secrete moisture, or it 
may be dry and scaly. It can occur any- 
where on the body. 


Q—What causes it? 


A—Often, the dye or other chemicals which 


have been used to treat the fabric in 
your clothes. A person may be allergic 
to some dyes and not to others. He may 
be allergic to a dye when it is used on a 
specific fabric, but not when it is used 
on another. Allergic dermatitis may be 
traced to the fur which trims a garment, 
or the glue which is used to attach orna- 
ments. Sometimes it is caused by a 
moth-repellent used in storing clothing. 


Q—How can allergic dermatitis be re- 


lieved? 


A— First, by identifying and removing the 


offending substance. Sometimes a doctor 
will prescribe cortisone drugs to relieve 
the inflammation. It is most important 
not to undertake self-treatment, because 
even ordinary soothing lotions or anti- 
biotic salves may irritate the skin fur- 
ther.

Injections Can 
Build Immunity 


.Q—How can hay fever be relieved? 


A— The pollens which cause hay fever may 


be in the air nearly all year long in some 
sections ot California, but it is rarely 
practical for people to move away from 
"hay tever country."' Thus, more con- 
servative treatment must be used, in- 
cluding desensiti/ation by injections. In 
addition, a number of medicines may 
help, including eye or no.se drops, sprays 
or medications taken bv mouth. 


Q—What should I sa> when I am invited 


out to dinner, \vhen I know they may 
serve some food to which I am aller- 
gic? 


A—Say "Thank you. What time shall we 


come?" It your diet is sharply restricted, 
eat something before you go. You can 
usually find something you can eat at 
the dinner party. Keep your lork busy 
taking small bites ot this. Xe\er bore 
the host or guests w i t h a description of 
all vour allergic-,, anv more than you 
would with a description ot vour oper- 
ation.

The rash is 
caused b> allergv to the juue ot the 
plant itself. To get poison oak rash, you 
must be allergic and you must come in. 
contact with the juice. Direct contact 
with the plant is usually the cause, but 
the juice may also be transmitted on 
clothing or the tur ot a pet who has 
brushed against poison oak plants. Or- 
dinary soap and water washing will 
serve to "decontaminate" the clothni"- 
or pets.

What it a mortgage? 


A mortgage is a legal agreement conveying 
property as security for the payment of a 
debt. The borrower agrees to repay the 
loan in a specified period of time and num- 
ber of payments. In return for the loan, he 
grants a lien on the property to the lender. 
The title remains in the hands of the bor- 
rower. 


It there more than on* type 


of mortgage? 


Yes, there are three basic types of mort- 
gages: conventional, FHA and VA. 


CONVENTIONAL MORTGAGES are granted 
by savings and loans and other local finan- 
cial institutions. On conventional mort- 
gages, you can usually borrow up to 80% 
of the appraised valuation of the property. 


FHA (FEDERAL HOUSING ADMINISTRA- 
TION) MORTGAGES are granted by some 
lending institutions including Bell. The sig- 
nificant difference between these and con- 
ventional loans is that the FHA guarantees 
payment to the lending institution in case 
of default by the borrower. FHA mortgages 
generally require smaller down payments. 
They are available on property approved 
by the FHA. 


VA MORTGAGES are available only to cer- 
tain eligible veterans. The amount of the 
loan is guaranteed by the Veteran's Ad- 
ministration up to a maximum of $12,500. 
The interest rate is sometimes lower than 
that of other mortgages and you can often 
borrow the full purchase price without hav- 
ing to make a down payment. 


What other charges and closing feet 


should I expect? 


In addition to the down payment you should 
plan for additional expenses: Many lenders 
charge service charges and these vary 
from institution to institution. 
Some lenders also charge appraisal or clos- 
ing fees (Bell does not charge for either of 
these on conventional loans). Title insur- 
ance can cost you $50 to $100, and you 
should plan a legal fee for your lawyer. 


How long it the average mortgage? 


Most mortgages made today are for 25 
years. Of course, it is possible to make a 
.mortgage, for a shorter period of time, but 
this requires larger monthly repayments. In 
recent years, there.have been some mort- 
gages for 30 years. Still the 25 year mort- 
gage remains the standard of the lending 
industry. 


How ao I know what I should spend 


on a house? 


What yo-j spend on a house should be de- 
termined by two things. How much do you 
have available for a cash down payment? 
How much are you able to pay for your 
monthly payments? Obviously if you're 
young and expect your income to increase 
m the years ahead, you can afford to spend 
more than if you're older and have achieved 
your maximum income level. 
As a general guide for younger buyers, 
sound economics suggest your monthly 
mortgage payment not exceed one quarter 
of your monthly income. Or that the pur- 
chase price of the property not exceed two 
and one half to three times your yearly in- 
come. However, your individual circum- 
stances will dictate exactly how much you 


should spend, and your real estate broker 
or attorney can be extremely helpful in 
suggesting the price range of the home you 
should be looking at. 


What are points? 


On certain types of mortgages, particularly 
FHA, the lending institution sometimes 
makes an additional charge for handling 
the loan. This is done to bring the return 
up to what they can get on other types of 
investments. When this charge is made to 
the seller, it is called "points". When it's 
to the buyer, it is referred to as a "service 
charge". 


How long doet it take to get 


a mortgage? 


Normally, from the time application is made, 
it takes about two weeks to process and 
approve a conventioi I mortgage. FHA and 
VA mortgages generally take somewhat 
longer to process and approve. 


Do I need a lawyer? 


For the average person, the purchase of a 
home is probably the largest single invest- 
ment of a lifetime. Buying a house is a com- 
plex transaction, and we would certainly 
recommend you use the services and ex- 
pertise of an attorney. He can help you de- 
termine such things as exactly what prop- 
erty is included in the sale, the date of 
possession and the proper pro-rating of 
such items as insurance, taxes and utilities.

A bill requiring apartment owners to 


pay 4 per cent annual interest on apart- 
ment security deposits of more than $100 
has been passed by the Illinois House 
Public Welfare Committee.

Hoffman Estates' acting building com- 


missioner. Daniel Murphy, said the total 
nf 74 units for March includes 50 town- 
homes at Winston Knolls. "If we base

Eaton added that while a further 
substantial drop is always possible, a lot 
is working against it. 


"A continued pickup in the economy 


would mean more consumer spending 
and business borrowing, both of which 
would tend to reduce the supply of mon- 
ey available for mortgages and to push 
rates higher," he said. "But of more im- 
mediate 
importance 
an 
anticipated 


heavy repayments by associations of 
money they borrowed from the Federal 
Home Loan Bank System." 


Eaton said that between now and the 


end of June, associations will be repay- 
ing 2 to 3 billion dollars to their regional 
Home Loan Banks. These unusually 
large repayments will stem from a spe- 
cial government program last spring, 
when money was much tighter The pro- 
gram was designed to encourage associ- 
ations to retain borrowings from the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Banks and thus aid the 
starving mortgage market, Eaton said 
He predicted that a considerable portion 
of these loans will be paid off in the next 
several months, because of the recent 
savings buildup.

Credit Outlook Bright 


The outlook for mortgage credit is as 


bright a* it has been for many years, 
funds are plentiful, and lenders in most 
areas are again soliciting loans, Bill N. 
Brown, Albuquerque, N.M., president of 
the National Association of Real Estate 
Boards, stated recently. 


Basing his comments on the just-re- 


leased study of the mortgage market by 
tbe NAREB Department of Research, 
Brown noted that "as consumers who 
had to postpone purchase return to the 
market, demnd for home financing has 
grown, but rt a somewhat slower pace 
than the supply of funds. 


"It is widely expected that buyers will 


enjoy ready access to credit, at least for 
the next six months," he said. 


The 
NAREB president continued, 


"With the volume of funds available for 
placement, financial institutions in com- 
petition with one another will be accom- 
modating a wider range off loan appli- 
cants. They will approve longer-term 
maturities and moderately smaller aver- 
age down payments for some borrowers. 


"For others, able to invest a sub- 


stantial equity (25 to 35 per cent), rates 
win be H to % percentage points below 
the average charge." 


Turning to specific findings of the 


study of data supplied by 180 Realtors 
from all parts of the country, Brown re- 
ported that not since 1964 and 1965 has 
the supply of capital for conventional 
home financing been so abundant "Cur-

rently, the buyer of either an existing 
house or a new one in a good neighbor- 
hood is finding resources ample in four 
out of five communities. In most of the 
remainder, the supply is moderate," he 
said. 


He recalled that last year a shortage 


for existing-home loans in good neighbor- 
hoods was reported in 60 per cent of the 
country, and now the supply is ample in 
82 per cent and moderate in 17 per cent. 


In a similar reversal, resources for 


conventional loans on new houses were 
scarce in a majority of areas (58 per 
cent), but the supply is currently ample 
in 84 per cent of the nation and moderate 
in 15 per cent. 


The rate most prevalent for a new- 


home mortgage is 7.5 per cent, he said. 
This exists in two-fifths of the country, 
the NAREB study showed. It is 7.75 per 
cent in one-fifth of the areas, and a high- 
er cost — generally 8 per cent — is com- 
mon in almost a fourth of the country, 
while a lower one — frequently 7.25 per 
cent — prevails in the remainder. 


"These rates represent a major change 


from six months ago, when 8.5 per cent 
was dominant," the report continued. 


Although the average cost of borrowing 


for purchase of an existing home in a 
good neighborhood is slightly higher in 
some areas, the change from six months 
ago has been relatively similar. 


Brown noted that earlier market re- 


ports showed that resources for financ- 
ing homes in neglected neighborhoods 
virtually dried up in the recent period of 
credit shortage. "The current willingness 
of lenders to accept mortgage appli- 
cations for purchase of these properties 
is welcome news for everyone interested 
in urban renewal," Brown stated-. "Spec- 
ifically, it is significant for those who 
wish to buy in city areas that are often 
convenient but in which deterioration 
and, to a degree, blight, gave the area a 
serious disadvantage in the competition 
for mortgage credit. 


"Currently the supply of funds for con- 


ventional loans on these properties is 
moderate in 42 per cent of the nation and 
ample in 28 per cent," Brown reported. 
The NAREB president noted that, in

A new process, developed by U. S. De- 


partment of Agriculture's Research Ser- 
MCB scientists, exposes raw potato strips 


t<> irridUtion from infrared burners that 
generate temperatures of 1.850 degrees 
to 1.700 degrees Fahrenheit. 


A gelatinized layer of starch forms a 


shell on the surface when the raw strips 
are heated. The stall reduces the amount 
of oil absorbed during cooking. It also 
provides rigidity after cooking so that 
the finished fries retain their shape and 
crispness. The french fries can then be 
processed and frozen in the usual man- 
ner 


Researchers have found that the pre- 


treated. frozen french fries can be fin- 
hhed in the oven while still maintaining 
the same flavor, appearance, crisp outer 
surface and mealy baked-potato internal 
texture as those finished in oil. 


The pretreated fries keep their shape 


appearance and crispness for a longer 
time after preparation than frozen french 
fries prepared by the normal process. 


Although french fries require a certain 


amount of oil for their characteristic fla- 
vor, the 25 per cent reduction of oil con- 
tent in pretreated fries doesn't cause an 
appreciable loss of flavor.

Add egg 
yolks one at a time, beating well after 
each addition. Add liqueur, baking pow- 
der, baking soda and orange rind.

bine sour cream and buttermilk. Alter- 
nately add sour cream mixture with 
flour, mixing well after each addition. 
Add grated chocolate and pour into a 
9-inch bundt tube cake pan. Bake in a 
preheated 350-degree oven for 50-55 min- 
utes or until cake tests done.

whipped topping, making a ledge around 
the edge of the cake so that the cake top 
is indented. If you are using fresh fruit, 
arrange fresh fruit on top of the pre- 
serves. (Use fresh strawberries with 


strawberry preserves and fresh cherries 
with cherry preserves.) If you are using 
canned 
sweet dark cherries, drain 


cherries, reserving juice. Cook juice 
down to 1/2 cup of liquid. Add 1/4 cup of 
sugar, which has been mixed with 1 ta- 
blespoon of cornstarch. Continue cooking, 
stirring constantly, until mixture is thick 
and clear. Remove from heat, add 1 ta- 
blespoon of butter and spread on top of 
preserves. Now arrange the cherries on 
top of cake. 


GOLDEN SPONGE CAKE 


»eggs 


1H cups instant sugar 
3/4 teaspoon almond or vanilla 


flavoring 


3/4 teaspoon baking powder 


Vi teaspoon salt 
1H cups sifted flour 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Separate 


eggs. Gradually beat sugar into egg 
yolks until light in color. Add flavoring, 
baking powder and salt Beat whites 
stiff; fold lightly into sugar mixture. 
Now add sifted flour gradually. When 
this is well blended, turn batter into 3 
greased 9-inch pans with bottoms lined 
with waxed paper. Bake in a 350-dgree 
oven for 16 to 18 minutes, or until cake 
springs back when lightly touched. Turn 
out on cooling racks to cool.

I'm particularly fond of sweet potatoes 


but didn't relish a couple of experiences 
w ith baked pojt.sum Mrs Burlin Jones of 
Bploit. Wis., sent this excellent recipe for 
sweet potato puffs which are great gar- 
nishment for baked ham. 


With a few Flynn adjustments, here's 


how to prepare the puffs to serve 8 
people Cook, peel, then mash well 5 
large sweet potatoes 


Place in a bowl and blend in 3 table- 


spoons soft butter. 1 teaspoon .salt, dash 
of pepper. 4 teaspoon nutmeg, *i lea- 
spoon cinnamon, and 3 tablespoons light 
brown sugar. 


Using a wooden spoon lift out the mix- 


ture and make into eight balls inserting 3 
to 4 miniature marshmallows in each. 
Roll in crushed corn flakes (Us cups). 


On a cookie sheet or 9 by 12 baking 


pan place 8 whole slices of canned pine- 
apple. Place the puffs atop each slice 
and top with maraschino cherries. Bake 
about 30 minutes at 350 degrees. 


For richer puffs, you can add Vi cup 


broken pecan meats to the sweet potato 


mixture Great thing about this recipe is 
that puffs can be made a day in advance 
and kept covered in the refrigerator. 


Speaking of yellow vegetables, here's 


an unusual method for preparing acorn 
squash. Drain juice from a 16-ounce can 
of grapefruit sections and reserve. Wash 
2 acom squash and cut in half length- 
wise. Remove seeds. 


Place squash halves cut side down in a 


shallow baking pan and just cover the 
bottom of the pan with part of the re- 
served grapefruit juice. Bake 45 minutes 
at 375 degrees. 


Take squash from oven, turn cut side 


up and fill cavity with grapefruit sec- 
tions Combine remaining juice with 1 
teaspoon salt, !/4 cup sugar, and 1 table- 
spoon molasses (or dark syrup). Pour 
over the grapefruit sections. Dot with 
butter and return to oven to bake anoth- 
er 15 minutes. Serve very hot to 4.

Blanch vegetables tender-crisp in 
boiling water and cool quickly in cold 
water. Arrange bundles of carrots and 
beans in center of beef. 'Sprinkle with 
lemon peel mixed with sugar, salt, pep- 
per and monosodium glutamate. Roll up 
and secure with picks. Brown on all sides 
in butter. Add soup and water. Cover and 
simmer 10 minutes. Slice rolls into thirds 
and arrange vegetable side up on rice. 
Spoon sauce over. Makes 4 or 5 servings.

Low-Income Dwelling Sites Earmarked For This Area

M->re than 65 sites in or near five 


Northwest suburban communities may 
be under consideration by the Chicago 
Housing Authority (CHA) for construc- 
tion of lowincome dwellings 


Th« Herald has learned that the CHA 


early this month obtained information on 
1.1 sites in Elk Grove Township and 34 in 
Wheeling Township from the North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission 
(NfPC). And tt was reported CHA offi- 
cials would ask NIPC for similar infor- 
mation on several other suburban town- 
ships, including Maine, that previously 
wan not available. 


These additional statistics show 20 pos- 


sible sites In Maine Township. 


NIPC Executive Director Matthew 


Rockwell said CHA reviewed a study the 
commission is currently preparing to 
identify suitable locations for low and 
moderate-income housing in the six-coun- 
ty metropolitan area. 


A PRELIMINARY report now com- 


pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs. 


When CHA first reviewed the study, it 


obtained information on Elk Grove 
Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available. 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships plus 
eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating. 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig- 
nated in both unincorporated and in- 
corporated areas. 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines. 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights. And 518 acres of in- 
corporated and unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics. 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available. 


NIPC officials pointed out their find- 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government. Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for tow-income devel- 
opments. 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans. 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly how the NIPC report would be 
used. 


CHA Executive Director C. E. Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing." 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-income housing 
was to be proposed. 


He explained, "We have had dis- 


cussions with some communities at their 
request to discuss the situation." But 
there reportedly has been no decision on 
specific sites. 


"WE DON'T KNOW what we're going 


to do," Humphrey replied when asked 
about locations. Negotiation of an agree- 
ment with the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority (CCHA), he added, was the most 
immediate task facing CHA. Under state 
and federal laws, CCHA must give its 
approval for CHA to exert any authority 
outside Chicago. 


C C H A Executive Director Victor 


Walchirk reported a number of meetings 
with CHA had been held. 


"We've met with them on several occa- 


sions," he said. "But there has been 
nothing definitive." Walchirk would not 
comment on whether he thought an 
agreement would be reached.

nma has been meeting with Hoffman Es- 
tates officials concerning flooding prob- 
lems 


The local discussions were initiated fol- 


lowing strong suggestions made by the 
Illinois Department of Highways that 
both villages get together to mutually 
solve area flooding problems. 
• 


ZGONINA TOLD the village board 


Tuesday that through the joint dis- 
cussions with Hoffman Estates engineers 
the decision came to contract an in- 
dependent engineering firm to study the 
problems and make appropriate recom- 
mendations 


He said Schaumburg was asked to 


.share costs of the study on a 50-50 basis 
and estimated costs of the project at be- 
tween $3.000 and $10,000. 


Commenting on the request, Mayor 


Robert 0 Atcher said that Schaumburg, 
back in its early planning days, had tak- 
en the water retention and flooding prob- 
lems into consideration and at that time 
expended funds for a comprehensive 
study 


"Schaumburg put out money years ago 


and we have done more than our share 
m this respect since we knew that we 
had to preserve the flood plains even be- 
fore the state geological survey came 
nut." Atcher explained. 


"I couldn't in good conscience propose 


to do any more than cooperate with the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District or any 
other governmental unit with respect to 
this but from the standpoint of contribu- 
tions we have already done this and it 


has guided us so that we have no prob- 
lems," he added. 


Atcher said Schaumburg would be will- 


ing to join in pleas to the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District for assistance. 


ASKED FOR HIS opinion and recom- 


mendation. Zgonina said he agreed com- 
pletely with Atcher. 


"It is my recommendation not to spend 


village money on this but to work with 
Hoffman Estates and other governmental 
agencies," he said. 


Zgonina said that Schaumburg cur- 


rently helps in the other villages' water 
control through insistence that retention 
facilities be provided. 


He cited that Zoremba planned-unit de- 


velopment at Golf and Roselle roads. 
"That developer's system handles drain- 
age of a 600-acre area, 500 acres of 
which is in Hoffman Estates, and we 
have forced that developed to handle 
this runoff," Zgonina said. 


The state highway department had of- 


fered to put a retention basin on the Hig- 
gins Road site of the Bowling Proprietors 
Association of America (BPAA) hold- 
ings, he added. 
' 
"THEY (HOFFMAN Estates) have re- 


fused this and say that they do not want 
to give up this necessary land," he said. 


According to Zgonina, Richard Regan, 


plan commission chairman in Hoffman 
Estates, has advised that the BPAA 
property is for sale and an interested de- 
veloper wants to build on the land rather 
than donate a three to four-acre portion 
for retention. 


He also noted that the state highway 


department had proposed a solution sys- 
tem estimated at $600,000 and Hoffman 
Estates engineers claim that the job can 
be done for half that cost. 


"I can only presume that they have 


now chosen to abandon the route sug- 
gested by the state since they now pro- 
pose this study." Zgonina remarked.

Students Learn 
From Specialists 


by NANCY COWGER 


Back in the good old days, school kids 


had more than an even break. The odds 
were in their favor, with only one teach- 
er per classroom of about 30 imaginative 
youngsters, who individually or collec- 
tively brightened their teacher's life with 
a variety of mischief. 


But now, at least in some classrooms, 


the odds are evening out, and from all 
indications the pupils ars happy with the 
change. 


At Aldrin School, and others in 


Schaumburg Dist. 54, some teachers are 
teaming up to give the children in their 
classes the benefit of having a panel of 
instructors to work with, not just one. 


Fifth grade pupils have a science ex- 


pert in Lars Larsen, and a mathemati- 
cian and English enthusiast in Mrs. Ca- 
rol Casey. Sixth graders study under the 
combined tutorage of Mrs. Susan Mur- 
nick, whose strong point is math; Mrs. 
Alice Martin, who handles English, and 
Mrs. Cheryl Rowder, who carries the sci- 
ence end of the team. 


Team teaching came into vogue after 


most of today's parents were out of 
school, and the idea of having two or 
three instructors at the head of a class 
may seem confusing to them. But it 
doesn't work that way. 


Each class meets alone for a portion of 


the day. The sixth graders are in a team 
situation about 3% to four hours out of 
the school day, and in their separated 
classes the remainder. When the classes 
are together, the teacher with the best 
understanding of the particular material 
being studied is a sort of classroom mas- 
ter. 


The "master" does the actual lectur- 


ing, demonstrating and presenting of ma- 
terial. The other one or two teachers ei- 
ther stay in the classroom, helping 
youngsters who do not understand what 
is going on, or take a smaller group of 
children into another room for concen- 
trated work in areas of difficulty. 


From the description, it may sound 


like the teachers have found a way to 
make their jobs a lot easier — one per- 
son taking responsibility for two or three 
classes while the others relax in a lounge 
somewhere. 


This is not the case, say the teachers. 
They, like most other persons, un- 


derstand some things better than others. 
Under the old system, a teacher who was 
a whiz in math might spend all her free 
time studying history or English, just to 
be able to teach it. 


Now, with a specialist for each area, 


the teachers can concentrate on devel- 
oping their own expertise in their favor- 
ite areas, to plan more intensive work 
for the children. 


Larsen is one example. A science 


teacher at heart, when he was teaching 
all subjects he did not have time to pre- 
pare really exciting projects for the chil- 
dren, he said. Now, with Mrs. Casey on 
his team, he has been able to plan such 
projects as making radios out of wood, 
construction paper and wire and motors 
out of magnets and wire. 


These have helped children to a better 


understanding of electricity and other 
areas of science, he said. 


Each of the teachers feels one thing in 


common — the need to "come in in top 
form every single day." 


If one of them is not explaining some- 


thing clearly, the other teachers will ask 
questions. 


They all feel teaming up has allowed 


them to make the best use of their tal- 
ents, the time allotted them and the chil- 
dren's abilities to learn. 


The teachers not at the head of the room 


have learned from each other. "You 
have to be able to stop talking yourself 
and listen as a student," said Mrs. Ca> 
sey, who added she never really under- 
stood electricity before teaming with 
Larsen. 


The teaming allows more time and 


enough personnel to concentrate on 
group work, said Mrs. Murnick. It gives 
each child three different persons to seek 
answers from, and gives the teachers 
three different opinions on the problems 
of each child, said Mrs. Rowder. Each 
child is noticed and given attention, said 
Mrs. Martin, and the bashful does not 
suffer because he does not assert him- 
self. And teaming allows more flexible 
scheduling, they all said.

The board of education is holding a 


specia! committee-of-the-whole meeting 
for the bid opening, which will be attend- 
ed by S Guy Fishman, the district's ar- 
chitectural consultant. 


Fishman said yesterday 10 to 13 gener- 


al contracting firms had taken out spe- 
cifications on the projects, to use in bid 
preparation. Some of the companies may 
not submit bids, said Fishman, but he is 
hopin gclose to 10 of them will. 


Fishman said he could not predict how 


the bids will run, in relation to construc- 
tion cost estimates prepared last fall. 
While his firm, S. Guy Fishman Associ- 
ates, generally expects bids to come 
within 10 per cent of the estimates, he 
said he could not predict whether the 
Dist 54 bids would be above or below 
estimates 


Fishman originally quoted a cost of 


about $225,000 for the addition, and about 
$100,000 for the warehouse, which is to be 
located on the Schaumburg Elementary 
School site. 


The quote on the warehouse could turn 


out to be out of line, said Fishman, be- 
cause changes in specifications made the 
area a bit larger than anticipated at the 
time he estimated costs. 


In the most recent public project bid in 


the township, the Schaumburg Township 
Public Library addition, bids were much 
lower than had been anticipated. Library 
officials attributed the low bids to the 
general lag in the economy, commenting 
the construction industry appeared "hun- 
gry" for work. 


Fishman agreed this is a "good bid- 


ding period," and said the school district 
is hoping to "get lucky" and be able to 
take advantage of the economic decline. 


The addition to Hanover Highlands 


school is being financed through con- 
struction bonds. The warehouse, how- 
ever, is to be paid for with funds appro- 
priated from the past two years' budgets.

Low-Income Dwelling Sites Earmarked For This Area

More than 85 sites in or near five 


Northwest suburban communities may 
bp under consideration by the Chicago 
Housing Authority (CHA) for construc- 
tion of low-income dwellings 


The Herald has learned that the CHA 


early this month obtained information on 
13 iitei in Elk Grove Township and 34 in 
Wheeling Township from the North- 
ea*t«rn Illinois Planning Commission 
(NIPC) And It was reported CHA offi- 
cials would ask NIPC for similar infor- 
mation on several other suburban town- 
ships, including Maine, that previously 
was not available 


These additional statistics show 20 pos- 


sible sites in Maine Township. 


NIPC Executive Director Matthew 
Rockwell said CHA reviewed a study the 
commission is currently preparing to 
identify suitable locations for low and 
moderate-income housing in the six-coun- 
ty metropolitan area. 


A PRELIMINARY report now com- 


pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs 


When CHA first reviewed the study, it 


obtained 
information on Elk Grove 


Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available. 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships plus 
eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig- 
nated in both unincorporated and in- 
corporated areas. 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines. 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights. And 518 acres of in- 
corporated and unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics. 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available. 


NIPC officials pointed out their find- 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government. Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for low-income devel- 
opments. 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans. 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly how the NIPC report would be 
used. 


CHA Executive Director C. E Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing " 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-income housing 
was to be proposed. 


He explained, "We have had dis-

Expansion Vote 
For Library 
Slated May 22 


May 22 has bpen set as the date for a 


referendum 
which would expand the 


Wheeling Library District into Lake 
Countv and nearly double the size of the 
dutrict 


The date for the annexation referen- 


dum, which wa* approved in February 
by the library board, was set this week 
by Circuit Court Judge Harry Comer- 
ford, according to library trustee Joyce 
Fmnegan 


The Lake County section of Buffalo 


Grove is among the areas that would be 
annexed by the district if the referendum 
pave* 


The referendum, Mrs Fmnegan said, 


would not increase the taxes of property 
owners within the present library district 
boundaries 


HOWEVER. IF THE referendum is 


successful, reiidents of the new section 
of the district would begin paying taxes 
to the library. The library tax rate is 20 
cents per $100 assessed valuation or $20 a 
year on a house valued at $10,000 


The library district now includes most 


of Wheeling and the Cook County section 
of Buffalo Grove It wants to expand to 
take in all of Buffalo Grove, and the 
communities of Prairie View, Half Day. 
Horatio Gardens. Aptakisic and part of 
the Village of Long Grove 


The boundaries of the new area would 


be the Des Plaines River on the east, 
Arlington Heights Road and Rte 83 on 
the west the county line on the south and 
a line about one mile north of Port Clin- 
ton Road on the north 


Voters in both the proposed Lake Coun- 


ty section of the district and the existing 
Cook County area will go to the polls in 
the referendum. A simple majority of the 
total number of voters will decide the 
issue, according to Roger Bjorvik, attor- 
ney for the library district. 


PETITIONS REQUESTING the refer- 


endum were signed by 100 residents of 
the 15-square mile annexation area and 
then submitted to the Circuit Court for a 
ruling

The Wheeling Library District takes in 


in irregularly shaped area containing 
most of Wheeling and the Cook County 
portion of Buffalo Grove. 


It is bounded on the north by the Lake 


County line and on the east by the Wheel- 
ing Township line which runs through the 
Cook County Forest Preserves 


The southern boundary runs along Pal- 


atine Road from the township line to 
Wolf Road and then continues north 
along Wolf Road to Hintz Road. The 
boundary continues along Hintz Road to 
a section line a little west of Buffalo 
Grove Road and follows that line to Dun- 
dee Road 


Finally, the boundary continues along 


Dundee Road to Arlington Heights Road 
and north on that road to the county line 


Bjorvik said that the district has not 


learned the total assessed valuation of 
the annexation area, so it does not know 
exactly how much additional tax revenue 
would be raised from that area 


However, Ray Duetsch, head librarian 


for the district, has said earlier that he 
hoped to double the number of volumes 
owned by the district, if the annexation 
move succeeds. He said that about 65 per 
cent of the out-of-district library cards 
are held by residents of the Lake County 
section of Buffalo Grove. 


Because of this, Deutsch said, the dis- 


trict gave top priority to annexing this 
area He said that annexation of other 
areas directly west of the current district 
boundaries could be included in a later 
referendum.

New Library Triples Old Facility 


The Wheeling Public Library will re- 


open Saturday in a new building three 
times as large as its old facility on Mil- 
waukee Avenue 


The new library, which serves most of 


Wheeling and the Cook County section of 
Buffalo Grove, is located in a building at 
850 Jenkins Ct., Wheeling, just south of 
the Dunhurst Shopping Center 


The library has been closed since April 


15 while employes move themselves and 
the collection of 30,000 books into a build- 
ing which formerly housed St Mark's 
United Church of Christ 


THE LIBRARY will be open from 9 


am to 5 p m Saturday and from 9 a m 
to 9 p m. Monday through Friday. 


Ray Deutsch, the head librarian, said, 


"The opening Saturday is to show we're 
back in service." He said an open house 
will be held later 


The new building has about 9,000 


square feet of usable space, Deutsch 
said. The library's old building had about 
3,000 square feet. 


Deutsch said the old building was filled 


to capacity with books and "now we won- 


der how we got them all in there " In 
contrast, the new building will be able to 
hold roughly 80,000 volumes, Deutsch 
said 


The library's next move, he said, will 


be to begin to increase the number of 
books and services 


"NOW THAT WE have the building, 


what we have to do is build," Deutsch 
said "We have to build up our services 
and the collection of books " 


Deutsch said that based on the number 


of people it serves, the library should 
have about 50,000 volumes, rather than 
the 30 000 it now owns If a plan to annex 
a section of Lake County succeeds, 
Deutsch said that the library's 80,000 
book capacity would be just adequate for 
the increased number of people. 


"We're going from an inadequate facil- 


ity to a building where we will be able to 
give adequate service There are no ex- 
tras here." 


The key difference between the old and 


new buildings is the amount of space 
both for the public and for library em- 
ployes 


IN ADDITION, THE new library has a 


children's reading room on the lower lev- 
el, carrels for individual study, a meet- 
ing room for the library board, and an 
employes lounge The old building had 
none of these, Deutsch said. And he said 
the library will add a professional chil- 
dren's librarian to its staff in June 


The library's new location, near Dun- 


dee and Elmhurst roads, puts it closer to 
the library's service area and closer to 
the residential areas of the district

The opening of the new library comes 


a little more than a year after voters 
approved a $250,000 bond issue for the 
library district The money was used to 
purchase and remodel the church build- 
ing 


THE NEW BUILDING is the third in 


which Deutsch's assistant, Mrs. Muriel 
Lischett, has worked. "The first one was 
a little building on Milwaukee Avenue 
not much bigger than a garage," Mrs, 
Lischett said. 


"Then came the store building and now 


this building It's been marvelous to 
watch the library grow through the 
years. And I think the townspeople feel 
the same way about it "

The testing of new pumping equipment 


at village well number four, behind the 
Ranchmart shopping center, has pro- 
duced rust-colored water in some resi- 
dential lines.

draining the 500,000 gallon reservoir at 
the well site It was filled with water 
with a high chlorine concentration to 
clean the reservoir. The reservoir now 
has to be drained and water with normal 
chlorine levels pumped back in 


Wheeling might annex only those por- 


tions of the Cook County forest preserves 
lying west of the Des Plaines River in- 
stead of a larger 240 acre parcel between 
Dam No. One woods and Palatine Road, 
the village board learned Monday. 


Robert Duchek, a planner for Ha r land 


Bartholomew and Associates, 
official 


Wheeling planning consultant, told board 
members in a report that Cook County 
officials "felt annexation of only the for- 
est preserve land west of the Des Plaines 
River would accomplish the objectives of 
the village. 


Earlier this month Duchek and village 


trustee John Koeppen attended a com- 
mittee meeting with Cook County com- 
missioners on the possibility of Wheeling 
annexing the forest preserve land 


Until that meeting discussions about 


the annexation between the village and 
Cook County officials had been stalled 
since 1968. 


DUCHEK IN HIS report said Wheeling 


wanted the forest preserve land as a 
stepping stone to "areas along Mil- 
w a u k e e A v e n u e between 
Camp 


McDonald Road and Hintz R<nd which 
are 
now undergoing 
urba.'i 
devel- 


opment." 


Most notable of those area- is Pal- 


Waukee Airport which lies on the west 
side of Milwaukee Avenue between Hintz 
and Palatine Roads. 


Duehek said the village position at the 


hearing was that Wheeling "desired to be 
in a position to annex certain land within 
its planning area now undergoing urban 
development and could not obtain con- 
tiguity through other means." 


He said it is "desirable for the village 


to annex land within its planning juris- 
diction as it undergoes urban devel- 
opment in order to insure that urban ser- 
vices such as water supply, fire protec- 
tion, etc. are provided and that devel- 
opment in accordance with the (village) 
comprehensive plan is obtained." 


He said the Cook County commission- 


ers "stated certain reservations about 
the annexation," however. 


THE RESERVATIONS primarily re- 


lated to "the power of municipalities to 
exercise police powers and control li- 
censing in the annexed territory and to 
the five year limitation on the provisions 
of pre-annexation agreements." 


The police powers might interfere with 


the authority of forest preserve rangers. 
Licensing relates to business license fees 
for the concessions operating in the for- 
est preserve. 


Duchek said the county commissioners 


approved a motion to take the matter 
under advisement and indicated that 
they were willing to meet to consider a 
pre-annexation agreement with the vil- 
lage for the tract west of the river, which 
makes up only a small part of the origi- 
nally proposed 240 acres. 


A problem may occur with the agree- 


ment Wheeling has avoided pre-annexa- 
tion agreements for any parcel, instead 
giving the property owner the right to 
disannex from the village if he is not sat- 
isfied.

Hamer said the density of the devel- 


opment "is still excessive" even though 
the proposed number of apartments has 
been cut from 270 to 192. 


Hamer said the road rights of way and 


a single family residence which will re- 
main on the property should have been 
deducted in computing the density of the 
proposed development. 


He said the property should be subdi- 


vided, leaving the single family home in 
single family zoning instead of making it 
part of planned development zoning. 


Hamer also cited problems with storm 


water drainage and sanitary sewage ser- 
vice in the area.

The job exodus from central Chicago to 


suburbs as industries relocate, is ex- 
cluding blacks and other minorities liv- 
ing in the inner-city from employment 
opportunities, according to the Chicago 
Urban League 


The answer to the problem, according 


to a research report completed by the 
League, is coordination of all mass trans- 
portation in the Chicago area. 


The report, released today contends 


that blacks are often left unemployed be- 
cause they do not have a means of trans- 
portation that will permit them to follow 
a firm's relocation from Chicago to a 
suburb. 


The lack of public and private trans- 


portation excludes the inner-city blacks 
from accepting employment in the ex- 
panding suburban job market. 


The report stresses that transportation 


solutions alone will not solve the prob- 
lems for black job-seekers. "The need 
for opening up housing opportunities for 
black citizens in suburban areas must go 
hand in hand with improvements in 
transportation accessibility from the in- 
ner city to suburban job sites." 


THE REPORT points out that nation- 


ally, 75 to 80 per cent of new employment 
hi trade and industry goes to the sub- 
urbs. Statistics show from 1955 through 
1964 Chicago lost some 90,000 jobs, main- 
ly from the west and south side black 
?reas. 


Blacks, generally employed in lower 


skilled or unskilled jobs, also suffer 
"from a severe lack of employment in- 
formation about suburban jobs," the re- 
port states. 


"Jobs that may be advertised in small 


suburban newspapers may never be 
known to inner-city workers. Many small 
suburban companies may be able to skirt 
fair employment practices on the basis 
that no blacks have ever applied for ad- 
vertised jobs," the report adds. 


But even when blacks have the oppor- 


tunity to work in a suburban industry, 
they must often turn it down because of 
the high costs of "reverse commuting," 
according to the report. 


The reverse commuter, the person who 


travels from the city to a suburban job, 
must depend almost exclusively on a per- 
sonal automobile for transportation. Pub- 
lic transportation is not available. 


"Many potential reverse commuters 


cannot use an automobile for they simply 
cannot afford to purchase a car," the re- 
port says. 


REVERSE COMMUTING without a 


car becomes a time-consuming and cost- 
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ly proposition. 


The worker must often start with bus 


or "el" transportation from his home to 
a commuter railroad station downtown. 
When he arrives at a suburban commu- 
nity, he must find transportation from 
the train station to the place of employ- 
ment; local taxis are usually the only 
transportation. 


A sample journey in the report states 


the monthly cost of commuting between 
Cabrini Homes to the Weston Accelerator 
Project, a distance of 33 miles, costs $59, 
excluding cab fares or $174 by automo- 
bile, excluding toll costs 


Possible solutions recommended by the 


Urban League include buying or charter- 
ing a bus to provide transportation be- 
tween employes' homes and job sites; 
purchase a fleet of used cars to rent to 
new employes; and operation of shuttle 
services. 


FEDERAL FUNDS are available for 


demonstration projects and the Urban 
League has five ideas for the funds. 


—CTA and suburban rail and bus ser- 


vices should be better coordinated by 
joint fares and transfers without loss of 
needed revenue to individual carriers. 


—Establish a central telephone infor- 


mation service so Chicago area transit 
riders can obtain complete fares, rout- 
ings and schedules on any of the trans- 
portation systems in the metropolitan 
area with a single phone call. 


—Gather more information on the ori- 


gin and destinations of reverse commu- 
ters 


—Increase the use of taxi and jitney 


services to provide more mobility both in 
the inner-city as feeder services to rapid 
transit routes and in the suburbs between 
rail stations and employment opportu- 
nities 


—Provide greater flexibility to the leg-

These additional statistics show 20 pos- 


sible sites in Main* Township. 


NIPC Executive Director 
Matthew 


Rockwell said CHA reviewed a study the 
commission is currently preparing to 
identify suitable locations for low and 
moderate-income housing ji the six-coun- 
ty metropolitan area. 


A PRELIMINARY report now com- 


pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs. 


When CHA first reviewed the study, it 


obtained 
information 
on Elk 
Grove 


Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available. 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships 
plus 


eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating. 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig- 
nated in both unincorporated 
and in- 


corporated areas. 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines, 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights. And 518 acres of in- 
corporated and unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics. 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


•on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available. 


NIPC officials pointed out their find- 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government. Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for low-income devel- 
opments. 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans. 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly haw the NIPC report would be 
used. 


CHA Executive Director C. E. Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing." 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-income housing 
was to be proposed. 


He explained, "We have had dis- 


cussions with some communities at their 
request to discuss the situation." But 
there reportedly has been no decision on 
specific sites. 


"WE DON'T KNOW what we're going 


to do," Humphrey replied when asked 
about locations. Negotiation of an agree- 
ment with the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority (CCHA), he added, was the most 
immediate task facing CHA. Under state 
and federal laws, CCHA must give its 
approval for CHA to exert any authority 
outside Chicago. 


C C H A Executive Director Victor 


Walchirk reported a number of meetings 
with CHA had been held. 


"We've met with them on several occa- 


sions," he said. "But there has been 
nothing definitive." Walchirk would not 
comment on whether he thought an 
agreement would be reached.

For Library 
Slated May 22 


May 22 has been set a* the date for a 


referendum 
which would expand the 


Wheeling Library District into Lake 
Cwintv and nearly double the size of the 
rliitrict. 


The date for the annexation referen- 


dum. which was approved in February 
hv the library board, was set this week 
by Circuit Court Judge Harry Comer- 
ford. according to library trustee Joyce 
Fmnegan 


The Lake County section of Buffalo 


Oove is among the areas that would be 
annexed by the district if the referendum 


The referendum. Mrs. Finnegan said, 


n nuld not increase the taxes of property 
owners within the present library district 
boundaries 


HOWEVER. IF THE referendum is 


successful, residents of the new- section 
of the district would begin paying taxes 
to the library. The library tax rate is 20 
cents per $100 assessed valuation or $20 a 
year on a house valued at $10.000 


The library district now includes most 


of Wheeling and the Cook County section 
of Buffalo Grove It wants to expand to 
ta*e in all of Buffalo Grove, and the 
communities of Prairie View, Half Day, 
Horatio Gardens. Aptakisie and part of 
the Village of Long Grove 


The boundaries of the new area would 


be: the Des Plaines River on the east, 
Arlington Heights Road and Rte. 83 on 
the west, the county line on the south and 
a line about one mile north of Port Clin- 
ton Roarl on the north 


Voters in both the proposed Lake Coun- 


tv section of the district and the existing 
Took County area will go to the polls in 
the referendum. A simple majority of the 
total number of voters will decide the 
issue. according to Roger Bjorvik, attor- 
ney for the library district. 


PETITIONS REQUESTING the refer- 


endum were signed by 100 residents of 
the 15-square mile annexation area and 
then submitted to the Circuit Court for a 
ruling.

Boundaries Told 


The Wheeling Library District takes in 


an irregularly shaped area containing 
most of Wheeling and the Cook County 
portion of Buffalo Grove. 


It is bounded on the north by the Lake 


County line and on the east by the Wheel- 
ing Township line which runs through the 
Cook County Forest Preserves. 


The southern boundary runs along Pal- 


atine Road from the township line to 
Wolf Road and then continues north 
along Wolf Road to Hintz Road. The 
boundary continues along Hintz Road to 
a section line a little west of Buffalo 
Grove Road and follows that line to Dun- 
dee Road. 


Finally, the boundary continues along 


Dundee Road to Arlington Heights Road 
and north on that road to the county line. 


Bjorvik said that the district has not 


learned the total assessed valuation of 
the annexation area, so it does not know 
exactly how much additional tax revenue 
would be raised from that area. 


However, Ray Duetsch, head librarian 


for the district, has said earlier that he 
hoped to double the number of volumes 
owned by the district, if the annexation 
move succeeds. He said that about 65 per 
cent of the out-of-district library cards 
are held by residents of the Lake County 
section of Buffalo Grove. 


Because of this, Deutsch said, the dis- 


trict gave top priority to annexing this 
area. He said that annexation of other 
areas directly west of the current district 
boundaries could be included in a later 
referendum.

New Library Triples Old Facility 


The Wheeling Public Library will re- 


open Saturday in a new building three 
times as large as its old facility on Mil- 
waukee Avenue. 


The new library, which serves most of 


Wheeling and the Cook County section of 
Buffalo Grove, is located in a building at 
850 Jenkins Ct., Wheeling, just south of 
the Dunhurst Shopping Center. 


The library has been closed since April 


15 while employes move themselves and 
the collection of 30,000 books into a build- 
ing which formerly housed St. Mark's 
United Church of Christ. 


THE LIBRARY will be open from 9 


a.m. to 5 p.m. Saturday and from 9 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. Monday through Friday. 


Ray Deutsch, the head librarian, said, 


"The opening Saturday is to show we're 
back in service." He said an open house 
will be held later. 


The new building has about 9,000 


square feet of usable space, Deutsch 
said. The library's old building had about 
3,000 square feet. 


Deutsch said the old building was filled 


to capacity with books and "now we won- 


der how we got them all in there." In 
contrast, the new building will be able to 
hold roughly 80,000 volumes, Deutsch 
said. 


The library's next move, he said, will 


be to begin to increase the number of 
books and services. 


"NOW 
THAT WE have the building, 


what we have to do is build," Deutsch 
said. "We have to build up our services 
and the collection of books." 


Deutsch said that based on the number 


of people it serves, the library should 
have about 50,000 volumes, rather than 
the 30,000 it now owns. If a plan to annex 
a section of Lake County succeeds, 
Doutsch said that the library's 80,000 
book capacity would be just adequate for 
th'.1 increased number of people. 


' 'We're going from an inadequate facil- 


ity to a building where we will be able to 
give adequate service. There are no ex- 
tras here." 


The key difference between the old and 


new buildings is the amount of space 
both for the public and for library em- 
ployes. 


IN ADDITION; THE new library has a 


children's reading room on the lower lev- 
el, carrels for individual study, a meet- 
ing room for the library board, and an 
employes lounge. The old building had 
none of these, Deutsch said. And he said 
the library will add a professional chil- 
dren's librarian to its staff in June. 


The library's new location, near Dun- 


dee and Elmhurst roads, puts it closer to 
the library's service area and closer to 
the residential areas of the district.

Deutsch said that he expects "more de- 


mands for service and we expect to give 
more service." However, he said that in 
the near future, he does not think the 
library will be able to make any "drastic 
changes" in its services. 


The library has a parking lot that can 


hold 50 cars, but Deutsch said that he 
doubts that it will be surfaced in time for 
the Saturday opening.. 


The opening of the new library comes 


a little more than a year after voters 
approved a $250.000 bond issue for the 
library district. The money was used to 
purchase and remodel the church build- 
ing. 


THE NEW BUILDING is the third in 


which Deutsch's assistant, Mrs. Muriel 
Lischett, has worked. "The first one was 
a little building on Milwaukee Avenue 
not much bigger than a garage," Mrs. 
Lischett said. 


"Then came the store building and now 


this building. It's been marvelous to 
watch the library grow through the 
years. And I think the townspeople feel 
the same way about it."

Yesterday public works employes were 


draining the 500,000 gallon reservoir at 
thp wpll site It was filled with water 
with a high chlorine concentration to 
clean the reservoir. The reservoir now 
has to be drained and water with normal 
chlorine levels pumped back in. 


Wheeling might annex only those por- 


tions of the Cook County forest preserves 
lying west of the Des Plaines River in- 
stead of a larger 240 acre parcel between 
Dam No. One woods and Palatine Road, 
the village board learned Monday. 


Robert Duchek. a planner for Harland 


Bartholomew 
and Associates, 
official 


Wheeling planning consultant, told board 
members in a report that Cook County 
officials "felt annexation of only the for- 
est preserve land west of the Des Plaines 
River would accomplish the objectives of 
the village 


Earlier this month Duchek and village 


trustee John Koeppen attended a com- 
mittee meeting with Cook County com- 
missioners on the possibility of Wheeling 
annexing the forest preserve land. 


Until that meeting discussions about 


the annexation between the village and 
Cook County officials had been stalled 
since 1968. 


DUCHEK IN HIS report said Wheeling 


wanted the forest preserve land as a 
stepping stone to "areas along Mil- 
w a u k e e 
A v e n u e between 
Camp 


McDonald Road and Hintz Road which 
a r e 
now undergoing 
urban 
devel- 


opment." 


Most notable of those areas is Pal- 


Wiiukee Airport which lies on the west 
side of Milwaukee Avenue between Hintz 
and Palatine Roads. 


Duchek said the village position at the 


hearing was that Wheeling "desired to be 
in a position to annex certain land within 
its planning area now undergoing urban 
development and could not obtain con- 
tiguity through other means." 


He said it is "desirable for the village 


to annex land within its planning juris- 
diction as it undergoes urban devel- 
opment in order to insure that urban ser- 
vices such as water supply, fire protec- 
tion, etc are provided and that devel- 
opment in accordance with the (village) 
comprehensive plan is obtained." 


He said the Cook County commission- 


ers "stated certain reservations about 
the annexation," however. 


THE RESERVATIONS primarily re- 


lated to "the power of municipalities to 
exercise police powers and control li- 
censing in the annexed territory and to 
the five year limitation on the provisions 
of pre-annexation agreements." 


The police powers might interfere with 


the authority of forest preserve rangers. 
Licensing relates to business license fees 
for the concessions operating in the for- 
est preserve. 


Duchek said the county commiiMoners 


approved a motion to take the matter 
under advisement and indicated that 
they were willing to meet to consider a 
pre-annexati<Jn agreement with the vil- 
lage for the tract west of the river, which 
makes up only a small part of the origi- 
nally proposed 240 acres. 


A problem may occur with the agree- 


ment. Wheeling has avoided pre-annexa- 
tion agreements for any parcel, instead 
giving the property owner the right to 
di-sannex from the village if he i.s not sat- 
isfied. 
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WHIP Wins In Campaign Finance? 


T h e Wheeling 
Independent 
Party 


(WHIP) lost its battle for village offices 
last week but won a small victory in 
campaign finances. 


With the campaign concluded and its 


bills paid, WHIP still has $46.38 in its 
treasury, according to a report sub- 
mitted to the Herald by WHIP member 
Norbert Bigalke. 


The money, Bigalke said, will be used 


to finance WHIP activities for the next 
few months. The party plans to stay in 
existence and serve as a "watchdog" of 
village government 


According to the WHIP financial re- 


port, contributions totaled $773, while ex- 
penses were only $726.62 


The report showed that the party got 


most of its money from small donations 
including 127 contributions of $1 each and 
$57 in party dues The largest donation 
was a single $75 contribution The party 
also got ne 535 donation and four ^25 
donations. 


The party's largest expenses were fl\- 


ers, $279.50; photography, $11195; and 
S120 for the parly's fund raising dinner 


The^arty also spent $54.50 for posters. 


$51 for sample ballots. $44.82 for tele- 
phone service, $10 for copying services 
and $3 for rental of a meeting room. 


Even though it did not win a single 


seat on the village board. WHIP listed 
expenses of $49.82 for a "victory j^arty."

Low-Income Dwelling Sites Earmarked For This Area

More than 65 sites in or near five 


Northwest suburban communities may 
be under consideration by the Chicago 
Housing Authority (CHA) for construc- 
tion of lowincnme dwellings 


The Herald has learned that the CHA 


early this month obtained information on 
13 sites in Elk Grove Township and 34 in 
Wheeling Township from the North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission 
(NIPC). And ft was reported CHA offi- 
cials would ask NIPC for similar infor- 
mation on several other suburban town- 
ships, including Maine, that previously 
was not available. 


These additional statistics show 20 pos- 


sible sites in Maine Township. 


NIPC Executive Director 
Matthew 


Rockwell said CHA reviewed a study the 
commission is currently preparing to 
identify suitable locations for low and 
moderate-income housing in the six-coun- 
ty metropolitan area. 


A PRELIMINARY report now com- 


pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs. 


When CHA first reviewed the study, it 


obtained information on Elk Grove 
Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available. 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships plus 
eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig- 
nated in both unincorporated and in- 
corporated areas. 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines. 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights. And 518 acres of in- 
corporated and unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics. 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available. 


NIPC officials pointed out their find- 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government. Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for low-income devel- 
opments. 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans. 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly how the NIPC report would be 
used 


CHA Executive Director C E Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing " 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-income housing 
was to be proposed. 


He explained, "We have had dis- 


cussions with some communities at their 
request to discuss the situation." But 
there reportedly has been no decision on 
specific sites. 


"WE DONT KNOW what we're going 


to do," Humphrey replied when asked 
about locations Negotiation of an agree- 
ment with the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority (CCHA), he added, was the most 
immediate task facing CHA. Under state 
and federal laws, CCHA must give its 
approval for CHA to exert any authority 
outside Chicago. 


C C H A Executive Director Victor 


Walchirk reported a number of meetings 
with CHA had been held. 


"We've met with them on several occa- 


sions," he said. "But there has been 
nothing definitive." Walchirk would not 
comment on whether he thought an 
agreement would be reached

Still, the village board recently allotted 


$.549 319 for police salaries in the 1971 
budget, allowing $12.600 top pay for pa- 
trolman, and six and seven-eighths per 
cent increase for all other patrolmen — 
an offer which Braun notified Loevy of 
on April 13, but which has not been rati- 
fied by the CCPA 


Loevy termed this action "a breach of 


good faith," and told Braun in an April 
16 letter. "We demand that negotiations 
be reopened immediately, or in the al- 
ternative, that the village follow the rec- 
ommendations of its negotiating com- 
mittee and honor the understandings 
which we though were reached in good 
faith " 


Loevy charged the village board of 


trustees "reneged" on its own negotiat- 
ing committee's recommendations made 
in March He said the CCPA and village 
teams at that time tentatively settled 
upon a 9 per cent increase for the first 
year, and an 8 per cent hike the second 
year 


He explained this agreement resulted 


from negotiating sessions which followed 
a previous offer made by the village in 
March for an across the board 7.5 per 
cent hike for all salary steps 


Braun's only comment is that the 


board recently concurred on an amount 
less than the 7.5 per cent offer, and ob- 
viously less than the 8 and 9 per cent 
agreement "This," he said, " is where 
the rub lies " 


Since fringe benefits are 
contingent 


upon a salary settlement, they, too, have 
not been agreed upon, Loevy said. CCPA 
representatives were also "irritated with 
the village" by a denial of a dues deduc- 
tion clause for CCPA members. But most 
of the other 14 demands the CCPA made 
to the village on Jan. 28 of this year have 
been settled 


"BUT I CAN'T help think the only 


thing settled upon is the fact that the 
village had no intentions of truly nego- 
tiating with us," he said. "And we won- 
der if any of the items agreed upon will 
hold water since the village has arbi- 
trarily broken their faith on the salary 
item," he added. 


Last August, the village board official- 


ly voted to recognize the CCPA as the 
sole bargaining agent for collective nego- 
tiations between the village and the Pal- 
atine patrolmen. The vote came two 
weeks awter the patrolmen almost unani- 
mously voted to recognize the CCPA. To 
date, all but a few of Palatine's 25 pa- 
trolmen belong. 


Officer Michael MacDonald, president, 


Palatine chapter of the CCPA, was not 
available for comment on the salary dis- 
pute. Loevy, however, said one can ex- 
pect the patrolmen to take action soon 
against the fact they were rot "nego- 
tiated with in good faith" by the village. 
Loevy did not say what type of action 
would be taken. 


Village Mgr, Berton G. Braun said al- 


though a budget allotment has been 
made, he could not comment on specific 
salary provision for patrolmen until the 
board approves a salary ordinance with- 
in the next few weeks. Currently, top pa- 
trolmen pay is $11,700.

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Low-Income Dwelling Sites Earmarked For This Area

More than 65 sites in or near five 


Northwest suburban communities may 
br under consideration by the Chicago 
Housing Authority (CHA) for construc- 
tion of lowincome dwellings 


The Herald has learned that the CHA 


early this month obtained information on 
1.1 sites in Elk Grove Township and 34 in 
Wheeling Township from the North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission 
(NIPC). And tt was reported CHA offi- 
cials would ask NIPC for similar infor- 
mation on several other suburban town- 
ships, including Maine, that previously 
was not available. 


These additional statistics show 20 pos- 


sible sites in Maine Township. 


NIPC Executive 
Director 
Matthew 


Rockwell said CHA reviewed a study the 
commission is currently preparing to 
identify suitable locations for low and 
moderate-income housing in the six-coun- 
ty metropolitan area. 


A PRELIMINARY report now com- 


pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs. 


When CHA first revk ved the study, it 


obtained information on Elk Grove 
Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available. 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships plus 
eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating. 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig- 
nated in both unincorporated and in- 
corporated areas. 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines. 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights. And 518 acres of in- 
corporated and ^unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics. 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available. 


NIPC officials pointed out their find- 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government. Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for low-income devel- 
opments. 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans. 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly how the NIPC report would be 
used. 


CHA Executive Director C. E. Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing " 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-income housing 
was to be proposed. 


He explained, "We have had dis- 


cussions with some communities at their 
request to discuss the situation." But 
there reportedly has been no decision on 
specific sites. 


"WE DON'T KNOW what we're going 


to do," Humphrey replied when asked 
about locations. Negotiation of an agree- 
ment with the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority (CCHA), he added, was the most 
immediate task facing CHA. Under state 
and federal laws, CCHA must give its 
approval for CHA to exert any authority 
outside Chicago. 


C C H A Executive Director Victor 


Walchirk reported a number of meetings 
with CHA had been held. 


"We've met with them on several occa- 


sions," he said. "But there has been 
nothing definitive." Walchirk would not 
comment on whether he thought an 
agreement would be reached.

City Council 
Approves Budget 


Of $2.5 Million 


Tho Rolling Meadows City Council 


Tuesday approved a $2 5 million budget 
for the 1971-72 fiscal year, an increase of 
more than $400,000 from last year's budg- 
pt. 


The new budget reflects no tax in- 


crease for city residents and will allow 
the corporate portion of the city real es- 
tate tax to be abolished in September, 
according to Mayor Roland Meyer. 


"The only part of the real estate tax 


residents will pay is for the city police 
pension and the library." Meyer said. 
"This will mean a savings of between $20 
and $25 for each home." 


Meyer said 11 per cent of the budget 


has been allocated for street improve- 
ment and capital improvements. 


THR $200.000 addition to city hall is 


reflected in the $281.500 budgeted for 
capital improvements, and $212.660 has 
been allocated to the street department 
for city road programs. 


City residents will receive approxi- 


mately the same services this fiscal year 
as last, according to City Mgr. James 
Watson, but a special fund has been es-

total. The librarian's salary was raised 
from $9,797 to $10.279. The three assistant 
librarians received a total $400 increase 
of the preliminary figure of $17,527. 


The increase in the total budget is due 


primarily to an increase in 27 of the 29 
city department categories. Only two de- 
partment, the administrative and civil 
defense division, were not increased 
from last year's budget.

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Low-Income Dwelling Sites Earmarked For This Area 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


More than 85 sites in or near five 


Northwest suburban communities may 
be under consideration by the Chicago 
Homing Authority (CHA) for construc- 
tion of low-income dwellings. 


The Herald has learned that the CHA 


early this month obtained information on 
13 sites in Elk Grovo Township and 34 in 
Wheeling Township from the North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission 
fNIPC). And it was reported CHA offi- 
cials would ask NIPC for similar infor- 
mation on several other suburban town- 
ships, including Maine, that previously 
WM not available. 


These additional statistics show 20 pos- 


sible sites in Maine Township. 


NIPC Executive Director Matthew 


Rockwell said CHA reviewed a study the 
commission is currently preparing to 
identify suitable locations for low and 
moderate-income housing in the six-coun- 
ty metropolitan area. 


A PRELIMINARY report now com- 


pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs. 


When CHA first reviewed the study, it 


obtained information on Elk Grove 
Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available. 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships plus 
eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating. 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig- 
nated in both unincorporated and in- 
corporated areas. 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines. 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights. And 518 acres of in- 
corporated and unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics. 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available. 


NIPC officials pointed out their find- 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government. Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for low-income devel- 
opments. 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans. 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly how the NIPC report would be 
used. 


CHA Executive Director C. E. Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing." 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-income housing 
was to be proposed. 


He explained, "We have had dis- 


cussions with some communities at their 
request to discuss the situation." But 
there reportedly has been no .decision on 
specific sites. 


"WE DON'T KNOW what we're going 


to do,"' Humphrey replied when asked 
about locations. Negotiation of an agree- 
ment with the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority (CCHA), he added, was the most 
immediate task facing CHA. Under state 
and federal laws, CCHA must give its 
approval for CHA to exert any authority 
outside Chicago. 


C C H A Executive Director Victor 


Walchirk reported a number of meetings 
with CHA had been held. 


"We've met with them on several occa- 


sions," he said. "But there has been 
nothing definitive." Walchirk would not 
comment on whether he thought an 
agreement would be reached. 


The Prospect Heights

incorporation proposal have been filed 
with the court. The objectors include the 
villages of Arlington Heights and Wheel- 
ing, the River Trails Park District, two 
bank trusts and private landowners. 


Kreger has filed a motion with the 


court to strike certain objections to the 
proposal, which the judge may make a 
ruling on before the hearing. Kreger de- 
clined to list what these objections are, 
at this time. 


HOWEVER. KREGER did saj most of 


these objections are questions of con- 
stitutionality. They center on the right of 
an area less than four square miles with 
a population of more than 7,500 to in- 
corporate as a city without the consent of 
municipalities within one mile of the pro- 
posed boundaries. 


The objectors may submit a written re- 


sponse to the court up to May 18, sup- 
porting the points Kreger is fighting. On 
June 8 there will be "argument on my 
motion before the court," said Kreger. 


Kreger is confident the court will make

If the court makes a ruling on any of 


the points of debate before the hearing, 
that ruling may be appealed by either 
the incorporation petitioners or the ob- 
jectors. In this case the hearing, now 
set for June 15, will be further delayed. 


The petition to incorporate the city was 


filed by the leaders of the Prospect 
H e i g h t s 
Improvement Association 


(PHIA), which represents the "old 
town" area of the community west of 
Wolf Road. The petition calls for in- 
corporation of an area reportedly less 
than four square miles, including "old 
town" and parts of unincorporated 
Wheeling and unincorporated Arlington 
Heights.

Fire Department Outgrowing Station 


by BETSY BROOKER 


Twenty years ago this month residents 


in Prospect Heights celebrated the open- 
ing of a fire station at 
8<£ Camp 


McDonald Road. 


Today the firemen claim, "everything, 


including our department has gotten big- 
ger and better since 1949, except our fire 
station." 


The firemen are using the same facil- 


ity that their predecessors constructed 
two decades ago. The department did not 
have to pay anything for labor during the 
six months of construction. Money for 
the building materials was raised by the 
firemen in summer carnivals. 


The station was built to house two 


pieces of equipment, a 500-gallon tanker 
and a truck that carried only a soda acid 


This is the second of two stories deal- 


ing with the upcoming referendum in the 
Prospect Heights Fire Protection Dis- 
trict. In the referendum, to be held Sat- 
urday, voters will decide the fate of a 
proposed $275,000 bond issue. 


tank. The department was manned by 
about 20 men, many of whom were busi- 
nessmen at the adjacent shopping center. 


LOOKING BACK to the department's 


early years, Fire Chief Donald Gould 
said, "the district was mostly prairie 
then, settled with approximately 100 
homes. Most of the 15 calls received in 


1949 were grass fires." 


Today firemen from a roster of more 


than 40 volunteers respond to an average 
of 158 calls a year, most of which are 
house fires. The original two fire trucks 
have been replaced by three pumpers, 
with a combined capacity of 3,500 gallons 
of water, two squad trucks and a chief's 
car. 


The size of the district, approximately 


four square miles, has not increased, but 
the population has risen from 300 to 
9,000, according to the department's re- 
cords. 


"Firefighting today is more complex, 


and the volunteer fireman is more pro- 
fessional," said Gould. "We are dealing 
with new materials in fighting fires, such 
as plastics. Our men can't just be spe- 


cialists. A volunteer has to know some- 
thing about every phase of firefighting." 


THE AVERAGE MAN in the volunteer 


department donates 750 hours a year, ac- 
cording to Gould. The roster includes 
ministers, a bricklayer, an eye doctor, 
an insurance salesman, a carpet layer, a 
plumber, a computer program analyst, a 
hair dresser and a welder. 


During the past years, the department 


has put almost all of its money into 
equipment. But as it modernized, it out- 
grew its station. 


"I'd say the station became outdated 


in the 1960s after we added a new pump- 
er truck and squad truck," said Gould. 
"The new trucks are a lot larger than

Low-Income Dwelling Sites Earmarked For This Area

More than 65 sites in or near five 


No-thwcst suburban communities may 
be ui.uer consideration by the Chicago 
Housing Auhonty (CHA) for construc- 
tion of low income dwellings 


The Herald has learned that the CHA 


rarlv this month obtained information on 
n sitrs in Elk Grove Township and 34 in 
Wheeling Township from 
the North- 


eastern 
Illinois 
Planning Commission 


'MFC) And it was reported CHA offi- 
cials would ask NIPC for similar infor- 
mation on several other suburban town- 
ships, including Maine, that previously 
wa.1 not available 


These additional statistics show 20 pos- 


sible sites in Maine Township 


NIPC Executive Duector Matthew 
Rockwell said CHA reviewed a study the 
commission is currently preparing to 
identify suitable locations for low and 
moderate-income housing in the six-coun- 
ty metropolitan area 


A PRELIMINARY report now com- 


pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plauies, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs 


When CHA first reviewed the study, it 


obtained 
information 
on Elk Grove 


Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships plus 
eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig 
nated in both unincorporated and in 
corporated areas 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights And 518 acres of in- 
corporated and unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available 


NIPC officials pointed out their find 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for low-income devel- 
opments 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly how the NIPC report would be 
used 


CHA Executive Director C E Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing " 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-income housing 
was to be proposed 


He explained, "We have had dis- 


cussions with some communities at their 
request to discuss the situation " But 
there reportedly has been no decision on 
specific sites 


"WE DON'T KNOW what we're going 


to do," Humphrey replied when asked 
about locations Negotiation of an agree- 
ment with the Cook County Housing Au 
thority (CCHA), he added, was the most 
immediate task facing CHA Under state 
and federal laws, CCHA must give its 
approval for CHA to exert any authority 
outside Chicago 


C C H A Executive Director Victor 


Walchirk reported a number of meetings 
with CHA had been held 


"We ve met with them on several occa 


sions," he said "But there has been 
nothing definitive " Walchirk would not 
comment on whether he thought an 
agreement would be reached

The Herald has learned that the CHA 


early this month obtained information on 
13 sites in Elk Grove Township and 34 in 
Wheeling Township from 
the North- 


pnstern Illinois Planning Commission 
WIPC) And it was reported CHA offi- 
cials would ask NIPC for similar infor- 
mntion on several other suburban town- 
ships, including Maine, that previously 
was not available 


These additional statistics show 20 pos- 


sible sites in Maine Township. 


NIPC Executive Director Matthew 


Rockwell said CHA reviewed a study the 
commission is currently preparing to 
identify suitable locations for low and 
moderate-income housing in the six-coun- 
ty metropolitan area 


A PRELIMINARY report now com- 


pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs 


When CHA first reviewed the study, it 


obtained information on Elk Grove 
Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available. 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships plus 
eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating. 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig- 
nated in both unincorporated and in- 
corporated areas. 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines. 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights. And 518 acres of in- 
corporated and unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics. 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available. 


NIPC officials pointed out their find- 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government. Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for low-income devel- 
opments. 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly how the NIPC report would be 
used. 


CHA Executive Director C. E. Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing " 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-income housing 
was to be proposed. 


He explained, "We have had dis- 


cussions with some communities at their 
request to discuss the situation." But 
there reportedly has been no decision on 
specific sites. 


"WE DON'T KNOW what we're going 


to do," Humphrey replied when askee 
about locations. Negotiation of an agree- 
ment with the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority (CCHA), he added, was the most 
immediate task facing CHA. Under state 
and federal laws, CCHA must give its 
approval for CHA to exert any authority 
outside Chicago. 


CCHA Executive Director Victor 


Walchirk reported a number of meetings 
with CHA had been held. 


"We've met with them on several occa- 


sions," he said. "But there has been 
nothing definitive." Walchirk would not 
comment on whether he thought an 
agreement would be reached.

pleted earmarked tracts of land in or 
near Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and 
Mount 


Prospect for potential use in meeting 
subsidized housing needs. 


When CHA first reviewed the study, it 


obtained 
information on Elk 
Grove 


Township, even though that area was not 
among 10 townships considered by NIPC 
to have "first priority" sites available. 


The preliminary report identified only 


Maine and Wheeling Townships plus 
eight other townships, seven in Cook 
County and one in Kane County, as meet- 
ing the criteria for a first priority rating. 


Exact locations of sites could not be 


determined, but maps prepared from 
aerial photographs showed tracts desig- 
nated in both unincorporated and in- 
corporated areas. 


The report's statistics reflected rough- 


ly 425 acres available for construction of 
2,296 units in or adjacent to Des Plaines. 


In excess of 580 acres, enough space 


for 2,613 units, were available in or near 
Arlington Heights. And 518 acres of in- 
corporated and unincorporated land in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area could be 
developed for 1,799 units, according to the 
statistics. 


MORE THAN 2,600 units could be built 


on 568 acres shown by the report in or 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


Figures on acreage and potential num- 


ber of units in Elk Grove Township were 
not available 


NIPC officials pointed out their find- 


ings determined land and construction 
costs in each of the Northwest suburban 
townships exceeded funding limits set by 
the Federal Government. Therefore, as 
far as NIPC is concerned, the three 
townships in this area are not considered 
most desirable for low-income devel- 
opments 


The CHA, however, is still expected to 


consider sites in the Northwest suburbs 
for its controversial plans. 


CHA officials, maintaining their two- 


month-old silence on specific suburban 
locations, declined yesterday to elaborate 
on exactly how the NIPC report would be 
used. 


CHA Executive Director C. E. Humph- 


rey merely noted the study was valuable 
in determining the "needs of housing " 


Humphrey also denied earlier reports 


by another top CHA official that meet- 
ings were underway with leaders of com- 
munities in which low-inoome housing 
was to be proposed. 


He explainef, "We have had dis- 


cussions with some communities at their 
request to discuss the situation." But 
there reportedly has been no decision on 
specific sites. 


"WE DON'T KNOW what we're going 


to do," Humphrey replied when asked 
about locations Negotiation of an agree- 
ment with the Cook County Housing Au 
thority (CCHA), he added, was the most 
immediate task facing CHA. Under state 
and federal laws, CCHA must give its 
approval for CHA to exert any authority 
outside Chicago. 


C C H A Executive Director Victor 


Walchirk reported a number of meetings 
with CHA had been held 


"We've met with them on several occa- 


sions," he said. "But there has been 
nothing definitive."

Firemen Discuss Community Pride, Fear Of Their Jobs

The pride of serving the community, 


and the terror of injury and death were 
the themes of a seminar Wednesday on 
the problems of firemen and their fami- 
lies 


More than 50 Northwest suburban and 


Cook County firemen and their wives at- 
tended the all day lecture and discussion 
seminar at Forest Hospital, a private 
psychiatric hospital located at 555 Wilson 
Ln, Des Plaines. 


The seminar was coordinated 
and 


planned with the help of Capt. John Ben- 
son, of the Arlington Heights Fire De- 
partment; and Capt. David Wolf and Lt. 
Richard Arthur, both of the Des Plaines 
Fire Department. 


The seminar included a lecture on in- 


novation and motivation by Jim Casey, 


who is an editor of a national profes- 
sional magazine, group discussions, and 
an afternoon "psychodrama" in which a 
Buffalo Grove family acted out the prob- 
lems and conflicts of the firemen. 


The Buffalo Grove family consisted of 


Carl Schulein, an Arlington Heights fire- 
man; his wife Audrey and their six chil- 
dren, Michael, 14, Charles, 13, Jeanmne, 
11, Catherine, 10, Kim, 8, and David, 6 


The Schulein family reenacted a typi- 


cal family dinner and discussions be- 
tween family members, with the aid of 
Forest staff personnel. 


They discussed the difficulties caused 


by firemen having to serve long hours at 
unexpected times, the problem of finding 
enough time for every member of the 
family, and the dealing with the possi- 
bility of injury and death. 


Schulein, who has been a fireman for 


nearly three years in Arlington Heights 
and also serves on the volunteer Buffalo 
Grove fire department, and his family 
discussed possible feelings of resentment 
or loss when "daddy has to spend so 
much time at the fire department," ob- 
viously a common complaint, according 
to audience response 


The group discussed the difficulty the 


wife of a fireman faces when her hus- 
band is away, including having to dis- 
cipline the children alone, and bearing 
the burden of home life. 


The children spoke about missing their 


father sometimes, and of not having him 
around occasionally when they most 
needed him. 


Some in the seminar group felt that 


this was balanced by the pride and re- 


spect the children have for their fathers, 
when they can say "My daddy is a fire- 
man " 


Schulein talked of his desire to serve 


his community, and of the satisfaction it 
gives him 


Several women spoke of a common 


problem dealing with the family crisis if 
their husbands are injured on the job. 


Some felt the best thing to do would be 


to tell the children how serious the injury 
is, and to let them help 


Others demonstrated ways they would 


talk to the children, to try to ease the 
shock and terror of hearing their father 
has been hurt 


Most agreed that children show re- 


markable courage and maturity in the 
face of crisis 


One woman complimented her eldest 


son by saying he is "just like his father."

A fund raising plea for the Community 


Counseling Center in Des Plaines was 
made yesterday at a breakfast meeting 
for about 30 northwest suburban clergy- 
men in the South Community Baptist 
Church in Mount Prospect. 


The Community Counseling Center, a 


suburban branch of the Salvation Army 
Family Service Division, provides vari- 
ous types of counseling to individuals in 
Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Des 
Plaines, Elk Grove Village, Hanover 
Park, Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect, 
P a l a t i n e , Prospect Heights, Rolling 
Meadows, Schaumburg, Wheeling and 


unincorporated School Dist. 63. 


Each of the communities contributes to 


the Counseling Center through their 
Community Chest. It is also funded by 
individual contributions and fees charged 
for service. Until last year it received 
hinds from the four townships it serves 
but the recent freeze on township funds 
has left the Center with a $15,000 deficit 
this year. 


According to the Center's director, 


Mrs. 
Margaret Lisinski, the Center can- 


not continue to operate unless their defi- 
cit is met. It is the only such counseling 
center in the Northwest suburbs. 


The clergymen were asked yesterday 


to take the message of need by the Coun- 
seling Center back to their communities. 


"THE PEOPLE HERE have demon- 


strated their need for our service," said 
Miss Mary Young, Welfare Services Con- 
sultant and Program Co-ordinator for the 
Salvation Army Family Service Division, 
"the effectiveness of our agency is shown 
every day. 


"Just looking at statistics," she said, 


"we saw 684 families last year and that's 
about 1,000 people.

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Postal ServiceGets Competition

Mail pouches for local letter carriers 


should start getting lighter after Aug. 1. 


On that date private enterprise win 


start competing with the U.S. Post Office 
on delivery of second, third and fourth 
class mail items. 


The Independent Postal System of 


America will expand its Chicago area op- 
eration to serve communities in Schaum- 
burg. Palatine, Wheeling and Elk Grove 
Townships, according to Bill Radunz Jr., 
IPSA postmaster for this area. 


The IPSA was founded three years ago 


in Oklahoma by Thomas Murray and 
now operates in 25 states and 48 cities. It 
is just starting to move into the metro- 
politan Chicago area, By the end of the 
year, IPSA expects to be operating in 
almost all of the Chicago suburbs, Ra- 
dunz said. 


IPSA CARRIERS, dressed in uniforms 


similar to those of regular mailmen, will 
be hired to deliver, door-to-door, adver- 
tisements and other types of bulk mail, 
Radunz said. 


IPSA will handle any type of mail pro- 


vided the sender wants it delivered on a 
mass or selective route basis and that it 
isn't first class mail. By federal law, 
only the US. Post Office can deliver first 
class mini 


IPSA will offer cheaper rates than the 


Post Office. Radunz said. The bulk mail 
rate will be $40 per 1.000 pieces, com- 
pared to the Post Office expected in- 
crease to $52 per 1,000 pieces. 


Headquarters for the IPSA's northwest 


suburban operation will be in Elk Grove 
Village. Radunz said. Its address will be 
182.) Tonne Rnad, starting August 1. 


rPSA MKM.S dealerships to individ- 


uals. Each dealership has five routes in 
it. IPSA carriers can purchase their own 
routes, Radunz said. 


"All 
IPSA carriers are guaranteed to 


l>e bonded." Radunz said. 


For mailers, IPSA guarantees delivery 


Hates. Third class mail now can be held 
up to 24 hours in each post office it pas- 
ses through. 


Since federal law restricts use of mail 


boxes, IPSA carriers will leave their 
items in plastic sacks. 


Radun*. who is an Elk Grove resident, 


worked for the Post Office for eight 
years. He views IPSA as an aid to the 
Post Office. 


"After seeing first hand how the Post 


Office gets tied down with bulk mail, 
IPSA should help provide better first 
class mail service," Radunz said. 


He thinks IPSA has a very bright fu- 


ture in competing with the Post Office. 
"Only 10 per cent of what's mailed first 
class is really first class matter," Ra- 
duru said. 


t.ocal postmasters had varying opin- 


ions on what effects IPSA might have. 


Edward Swan, Wheeling postmaster, 


said he sees both advantages and dis- 
advantages to IPSA. "Many people don't 
like junk 'bulk) mail. They blame its de- 
livery on the Post Office and frankly I 
think it cheapens postal services.

rid of sweat bees in the window sash9' 
And their triumphs One ladv s mung 
beans outsprouted the teacher s' 


THE CLASS WAS a melting pot of 


young mothers 
businessmen 
retired 


folks 
blue 
collar 
workers 
several 


couples and even one girl who wanted to 


learn organic gardening so she could live 
exclusively off the land 
There were 


those with a lifetime of gardening experi- 
ence and some who had never so much 
as sowed a seed 


Another highlight of the course was 


praying mantis night The guest speaker 
was a woman who did a study on the 
e f f e c t s of mosquito spraying She

Before I recite this minor tragedy, you 


perhaps don't know that there are more 
than two ways to kill a smelt There may 
he •><*> for all I know, because all I know 
is tn take a big heavy lead anchor and 
fling it into the middle of the harbor 
where it will serve as the base of our 
trolley line The trolley line runs from a 
tall pole on the shoreline and the smelt 
net ndps out and back on the line The 
net has weights along the bottom and 
floats on top and you can settle it at any 
depth along the line, depending on what 
depth the smelt are at 


The tpcnnri order of business, then, on 


any smell trip is In fling that heavy lead 
anchor out into HIP clrrp. as far as you 
ran. by swinging it around and around 
your head, likr a row hoy throws a lasso. 
(That is the spcnnd order of business, 
bprausp thp first Is to light oft thp rhill 
with a trip to thp icp ehpsl.> 


Thp guy from Chicago decided he 


would place the anchor this year, so he 
whipped it around his head in the ap- 
provpd fashion until it was singing beau- 
tifully At just the right moment he rc- 
le.i-.ed it and it sunK like a rock in the 
smelt net next to u.s 


After a 
fast summit meeting, (he 


Apache and the typist were dispatched 
as ambassadors and somehow managed 
to conic hack with the anchor and with- 
out bruisps 


The rig was set up then without further 


disaster and with only a few more trips 


ti> the ice chest, where someone had 
thoughtfully placed some ice. finally 


\fter the rig is ready, we were advised 


by the e\[*'rt.s next to us. you dip the net 
for intervals of M> minutes Not nine min- 


utes, we were cautioned, or 11 minutes — 
hut 10 minutes They had a tub full of 
smelt and we only had our ice chest, so 
who's going to argue? We raised it after 
in minutes and it contained two alewife 
and one smelt, which promptly fell out of 
the net as the Indian reached for it. 


The guy from Antioch mumbled that 


he was sure there wrrr more smelt over 
on thp lakeshore than there were right 
here in thp harbor. "Sure they are," the 
Chicago lady agreed, "but it's cold and 
windy and dark over there!" All four 
mpn made a swoop on the ice chest, 
shaking their heads in confusion. 


The Apache, meanwhile, was making 


Indian raids up and down the harbor and 
reported that nearly every party of smelt 
fishermen had smelt by the buckets. We 
took one smelt and a beer can out of our 
second pull on the net. 


"Yeah," she enthused as she pulled it 


from the net, and made a run for the ice 
chest. 


It was getting colder. What's more, 


someone had decided that light attracts 
smelt, so they hung my Coleman lantern 
under the pier above the net. A few min- 
utes later the tide came in and suddenly 
the lantern wasn't hanging over the wa- 
ter anymore That took care of the light 
situation and made it seem even colder. 


Somewhere during the evening, a Chi- 


cago police squad car came by on a rou- 
tine patrol. He watched two or three 
hauls of the net. up and down the trolley 
line and listened to the warwhooping 
Apache — who whooped identically if the 
net had one or two or none in it. Finally 
he got on his radiophone, probably to call 
the state hospital to see if anybody was 
missing — satisfied himself that we were 
out-patients, waved and left. 


As the night wore on and it became 


increasingly apparent that to depend on 
a smelt-fry would mean counting on pret- 
ty short rations, thp two wives who had, 
throughout the evening, been the most 
insulting to the fishermen, were dis- 
patched for pizzas. 


Naturally, then, the other two wives 


felt obliged to join their sisters in 
their errand of mercy — and, naturally, 
we never saw them again, until we had 
picked up our equipment and adjourned 
to the Chicago guy's home. There they 
were, of course, eating pizza. 


But before that, back at the lakefront. 


we had a final haul of the net and re- 
moved two more smelt, which put us 
over our anticipated catch, but under a 
bucket full. 


We were going to give it another try 


until someone realized that the car the 
women had driven away was the one 
with the ice chest in the trunk. 


So we still have yet to hit it really big 


with the smelt. 


But it was just as well that we didn't, 


because I found out later that our Indian 
tally-keeper can only count to ten in 
Apache anyway.

ATLANTA, Ga. - (NBA) -

now. Pete Maravich is in the process of 
getting lost on some sunny beach where 
he doesn't have to answer questions 
about basketball. The season is over for 
him, and Pete said, "The next time you 
see me, I'll be so tan you'll think I'm one 
of the brothers." 


The "brothers" Pete gesticulated to- 


ward the last time he was with his fellow 
Atlanta Hawks in a dressing room, are 
the five black players with whom he 
shared the major portion of time on the 
court. 


He was the white intruder into the en- 


semble, the fabulously paid rookie whose 
presence (not necessarily 
personality) 


bred discontent on the team and whose 
skills were suspect, considering the mon- 
ey he got. He missed the last four shots 
he took this past basketball season, all 
driving layups or short jumpers,- and that 
failure led directly to the elimination of 
the Hawks in the NBA playoffs. 


But let me tell you this: Pete Marav- 


ich is going to be one great professional 
basketball player. The brothers know it 
best of all, and are beginning to appre- 
ciate the kid they once resented. 


"He's going to be a monster in the fu- 


ture," said Walt Hazzard. who could 
have been bitter because Pete's arrival 
threatened his status as the floor leader 
of the Hawks. 


"He's going to be better than Jerry 


West," said Bill Bridges, a strong for- 
ward and a team spokesman. "He drives 
better, handles the ball better, and he's 
quicker. He proved himself to us." 


Even as the Hawks failed as a team, 


eliminated by the New York Knicks in 
the first round of the playoffs, with Ma- 
ravich blowing plays in the closing min- 
utes of several games, Pete showed why 
he belongs. He can play defense — Coach 
Richie Guerin, on his neck all year, ac- 
tually praised him for the tenacity with 


which he clung to the Knicks' Walt Fra- 
zier in the last playoff game. He can sub- 
due his tendency to hog the action — 
Pete let Hazzard set the tempo of action 
most of the time. 


But most important, he showed ex- 


citing ability that sets off the special 
ones in sports — a Joe Namath, a Willie 
Mays, a Bobby Orr. He drove successful- 
ly on Frazier, the best defensive guard in 
the league. He shot spectacularly in 
spots. 


"He's got the talent to beat his man on 


every play," said Hazzard appreciative- 
ly, then added cautiously, "but he's got 
to have more control or he'll wear him- 
self out." 


That fact is beginning to sink in on 


Pete, too, after a season that he found 
personally exasperating and exhausting 
and frustrating. 


"When they say for you to control cer- 


tain things you do," he said, "you do it. 
You're getting paid for it. I'm playing 
with guys who are making their bread 
also, not kids studying to be doctors or 
lawyers. It's different. 


"I experienced a lot of things this 


year. You got about three days, I'll tell 
you about it. When I remember some of 
the things that happened, I could leave 
this whole year out of my life." 


At 22, Pete was suddenly exposed to 


the pressure of being a national celebri- 
ty, of having little privacy, and it ate at 
him. It wasn't like being at Louisiana 
State under the protective wing of his 
own father, the coach. In Atlanta, he had 
his $1.6 million contract for a shield but 
it didn't shelter a bruised ego. Or make 
his relations with the other Hawks any 
easier. 


"I hope a lot of this dies down by next 


year," said his coach, Guerin, "and he 
can lead a normal life. He's had a lot of 
pressure."
